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2 ÞA Brief Hiſtory 


It contains in length from the Srrathy- 
head in Scotland;, to the Liſard-point in 
Cornwal 624 miles; and in breadth from 
the Lands end in Cornwal, to the Ifland 
Tennet in the Eaſt of, Kent,z40 miles; and is 
in the ejght Clymate tor Latitude, and for 
Longitude,placed between the paralells 1.4 
and 16, The Limits of it in times paſt; 
was from the Orcades, to the Pyrea; 
Mountains. 

And in former times this noble Iſland 
of Britain {uſtained Eleven Kings, all 
commanding great powers: ſeveral other 
Itlands belong to it, amoneglt which the 1fle 
of Man, is not of the leaſt account, for to 
it belongs a King with a Leaden Crows, 
whoſe King is now the Noble Earl of Dar- 
by, whoſe Anceſtors have been Lords of 
Man about two hundred and ſeventy 
years.

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It is verily ſuppoſed that this Iſland 
was Peopled before the Flood. effery of 
Monmoath affirmeth that this Itland was 
Peopled by Brate with his Trojans, inthe 
2887 year of the World's Creation ; and 
after the univerſal Deluge 1231. years. 
And in the year of Elie's Prieſthood. But 
ſeveral antient Hiſtorians writing before 
: his time, make no mention of King Brete: 
+ and fomehave affirmed that there was nc- 
| wer any ſuch Man. | 
+ The Inhabirants were called Britains 
+ from the word Brith , which ſignifieth 
painting or ſtaining of the Skin , which 
they had formerly in uſe amongſt them. 


Some Authors have affirmed that the

all we can gather is from forein Writers. | 
The Drazdes were- accounted among ; 
the firſt Inhabitants, for their only wiſe | 
Men : in antient times the. Br:taims uſed 

to die themſecives blew with Woad , to : 
make themſelves ſeem more terrible to 
their . Enemies ; and about their 'Waſts 
and.Necks they uſed to wear chains of :J- 

ron, ſuppoſing them a brave Ornament, 
-on-their middle Fingers they wore their 
Rings, and uſed no Garments that theirs, 
painted Skins might be ſeen; yet ſome of © |, 
them , but very tew , were clad in Lea- + 
ther.: 

The Pichrs alfo'a branch of the Brittiſh 
race, were to called of the Romans, from 
their painted Skins. 

The antient Brirains are reported by 
Plutarch to have lived long , as 120 
years; and thoſe of Kert in former times \ 
wereaccounted for the molt civil perſons 
among them, their tortined Woods they 
called Towns; their cuſtom was to have 
ten or twelve Wives apiece , which were . . 
in common amongſt Brothers and Pa= |. 
rents; yet the Iilue was always reputed 
his, who firſt married the M-ther when 
ſhe was a Maid: their Diet 'was very | 
ſpare: Taey wouid neither eat Hen, * 
Hare , Gooſe, Fiſh , nor milk; They | 

mai- {. 
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matrurcd : their grcurds with mari in- 
ſtead of dzng, and-their uſual drink was 
made ct 5 arly. 


In their ſacrifices they uſed Man's Fleth, 
and their Idols exceeded in number thoſe 
ct Egypt : Art-Magick was had in great 
eitecm amongſt them : bur moſt cf their 
controverſies were determined by the 
Drmaides : Thete had ro Primate or Cheit 
amongſt them: and Excommunication. 
was amongſt them of great force: Their 
Theologie was, that the Soul dieth not, but- 
paſlſeth from one to another ; And their 
Traffick or Merchandize was of very 
{mall uſe or profit to them ; For Cefar - 
reports that the Ribs and Keels of their 
Ships, were of light wood, and covered 
over with Leather, and they did not cat. 
during the time they ſailed at Sca. 

Their Coins at firſt-- were - either of . 
Braſs, or Tron Rings, fized- at a certain 
weight, which they uſed inſtead of Money; 
but afterwards they ſtamped -Silver and 
Gold, 7#lins Ceſar was the firlt- that 
ſtamped his own Image on. the Roman 
Coin: but the Brirtiſh Coin is eafily known . 
from other ; for they commonly imboſled 
their Coin outward and Shield like,where- . 


on the Inſcription or Face is ſeen ; and the 
| BB» | cs 
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Reverſe hollow wherein the Device is pla- 
ced : They uſed not to fight in great 
Companies, for they had ever freſh Men 
ro come in to ſupply the vacancies of thoſe 
that retired and were weary ; and their 
uſual fightings was in Chariots , as the 
uſe was in the world's firſt Age ; 'but their 
chictelt Strength conſiſted in Foot men, 
who were very ſwift, whoſe Armor was 
Shields and fthort Spears; in the nether 
end whereof was faltned a round Bell of 
bBraſ, with the ſound whereot they were 
wout to affright their Enemies: And it 
was uſual with them to Fight under the 
condudt of their Women, who were ſecond 
LAMALONS. © 

Ceſar (the firſt Roman Diſcoverer of 
Britain ) when he firſt made Diſcovery 
thereof, thought verily that he had found 


another World : It is called the great | 


Ifland by ſome, it was formerly called 
Samothea , from Samothes, fixth Son of 
7apheth, the firſt Inhabiter 252 years af- 
ter the Flood : it was alſo called Alb:on, 
{ome {ay, from «Albion a Gyant the Son 


of Neptune, who conquered the Samothe- | 


ans, and ſcated himſelf here about 335 
years after the Flood ; but others ſay it 
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was called 4/hjon,ab Albis Rupibus, from | 
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the white Rocks, appearing on the South 
Coalt next to France, and this is the morc 
likely to Truth : But by the Grecians 
this Itand was calicd Brirain, but why fo 
called, ſeveral Authors have given ſeveral 
Realons; forme will have it from King 
Brute the Son of Silvims ; Others w:lhave 
it derived from the Greek word Twierla, 
which doth ſignify Afetralls , for the Gre- 
CLAYS find Ging t the I 1a: nd full of B "6 |, Tin, 
Tron, Gold , Silver and Lead, gave 


name to it accordingly , and called ic. 


Pritania. 

It was called Eng/and from a place in 
Denmark calied Ex :rloen. - And this 
Name was not changed cither by the - 
Ho or Norman Conquerors. It hath 

the fifth place in all general We. ſels, 
and retained the name of England 873 
years: But ſince King 7ames came to the 
Engliſh Crown, in the year 1602 Sy a 
land: and England were both anired un- 
der one Crown ; it is ſometimes called. 
Great Britain. 

Britain hath been taken for the fortu- 
nate Ifland, as is reported by ſome An-.- 
thors : And Pope ſnnocent was Jo in 
loye with ir that he made ſuit to Henry the 


-Thud King of England, to come and ſce 


B 4 it, 
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it, but could not prevail. Ir is obſeryed 
that the nights in the turtheſt part North 
of Britain are ſo ſhort in Summer, as the- 
ſpace between the days going and coming 
is not deſernable. And Ceſar did obſerve 
that France was colder than Britain, 
Such plenty cf all kind of Grain abounds 
in it, That by Charles the Great, it was 
called the” Granary or Store-houſe of the 
weſtern World ; here the Romans uſed 
vearly toJade $00 Veſſels bigger than Bar- 
gcs with Corn, for the Releit of their Ar- 
mies elſewhere. 

This Ifland is thought to have received 
the Chriſtian Faith in or about the midit 
of Nero's Reign, in the year of Chriſt's 
Incarnation 63 : and that Zojzph of 4ri- 
»zathea was one ct the Dilciples {ent hither 
by Philip the Apoitle out of France, and - 
that this 7oſeph lyeth Buried at the Abby of *7 
Glaſtenbury, if we believe Gmildas and 
Malmesbury, who have written fo : Ir is 
thought that Saint Pal did Preach here 
in Britta;n , and ſome afhrm that S:- 
201 Zelotes was here in Britain: but theſe 
rhings being but conjecural, I ſhall con- 
clude this Chapter, and proceed to the

1. Caſſiv:lan, This Prince was Gover= 
ncur ct the TTinobante, and was Brother 
to King Lud, who at his Beath had icft 
behind two Sons, Ara iragins and Temantio 
25, and they being young, this Man took . 
upon him te, Government of the Bri-- 
tans; and when his Nephcys came at.: 
Ave, | ne gave .to Andrazins, Trinvant, , 
( noW., 


( now called London) and the Dukedom 
of Kent ; and to Temantias he gave the 
Dukedom cf Cornwal. 

But Andrazins and his Vncle falling at 
cdds, he thereupon fent for 7alins Ceſar, 
and begged his Ailiſtance againſt his Vn- 
cle, who fought Caſſibelan and overcame 
him, and cauſed the Iſland for his Rebel- 
lion to pay three hundred pounds yearly 
by way of Tribute to Rowe. 

eAndragius went along at this time with 
7Zulins Ceſar to Rome, and after Caſſibe- 
{an's Death at York, Temaniins was King : 
Their Father King Lud butit the Weſ#- 
Gate of the City Trinovant, and called it 
Ludgats, and the City after his own 
Name Caerlud, which 1s now the famous 
City of Lonaon. 

2, Cingitorix, Carvil, Taximagil, and 
Segonax ; Theſe were Kings of Kent,and 
withſtanding 7zlizs Cefar ar the fame 
time Cajſibelan itood 'out, they were to- 
tally routed, their Men flain, Cimgitorix 
caken, and the other rhree forced to fly 
and ſhift for themſelves. 

3- Senimagues, Cegonttans, Ancalits, 
Buvroſes, and Caſſtans, Theſe were the 
States of the /cenians ; who ſeeing Ceſars 
Valour and Progreſs in the Wars againſt 

their 
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their Neighbouring Princcs, they there- 
upon grew faint hearted, laid down their 
Arms and ſubmitred, 

| 4. Cunobeline , he was King of the 
Britains, and the firſt man that ſtamped 


| his Image on his Coin ; he was- Knighted 


by C :ſar ; and had his Princely ſeat ar 
Aalden in Eſſex, thena tamous City : in 
the twenty third year of his Reign, our 
Saviour Chrift was born ; eAuguſtue (e- 
ſar in this King's time was' three times 
Piper for War againſt the Britans, 

ut was every time diverted by orher bu- 
{ineſs, and came not. 

F, Guiderus, This man was Son to 
Canobeline, and being of an haughty Spi- 
Tit, he denicd the Tribute to the Romans, 
at which Caligrla the Emperour was 


much inraged, and made a great ſhow of 


coming into Britain; but took up at the 
Belgicve-Shore, and there cauſcs his Ar- 
my to gather Cockle-thelis, and redicu- 
fouſly returned Triumphantly with the 
Spoils (_as he accounted it ) of the Oce- 
an : but Clardins Druſius, the lucceding 
Emperor by his Deputy here in Britain, 
fought Gaideriz, and overthrew bis Bry- 
ta:ns,the King being ttain by 42m, as the 
Story goes (who ſiding with the Romans, 

put 
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put on Brittiſh formalities, and by that 
means got near to the King and flew him; 
whereupon Zamo was purſued by Arvi- 
ragus the King's Brother to the Sea fide, 
and there was flain, whence the place 
took the name of Z7amo's haven, which is 
now called Southampton. 

6. Catacratus, Second Son to Cynobe- 
line , ſtanding in oppofition to eAlmus 
Plautines Deputy to Drifius the Empe- 
rour, he was at length. overcome with a 
great flaughter of his Men, himfelt taken 
and bound and carried to Rowe, and 
there led thorow the City in honour of 
Plautinns. | 

7. Togod:tmnus, This wes Third Son 
to Cunobeline, he was 1lain in Battel a- 
gainfſt rhe Romans, but had put them into 
{uch Fear, Thnat Planting {ent for Druſins 
the Emperour tocome over, who accore- 
ingly came here into 37itan, 

8. Arviragus, he was King of the Bri- 


tains, and {0 ttoutly withſtood Drafizes the.

He was Prince of the 
Silures, and after ſeveral Conflicts with 
the Romans, he was at length brought to 
ſhelter himſelf under the Wings of Car- 
tiſmanaua, the faithlefs Queen of the 
Britains, who delivered him ro the Ro- 
”ans, and being conveyed to Rowe, when 
ne beheld the Riches and Glory of the Cj- 
ty ; he reproved the Romans, that being 
Maſters of ſuch glorious things , they 
thould nevertheleſs be greedy after the 
Poſlcthions of the poor Britains. 

11. Praſutagus, This Man being King 
of the /cenians, made the Emperor NVe- 
ro his Heir , leaying his noble Queen 
HFoduo and his two Daughters to the Em- 
peror's Prote&ion , who abuſing his 
Truſt, had $0000 of his Romans ilain by 


- the valour of Queen Bodzo. |

alſo he faid, There was bat this difference 
between the Death of old Men and young 
Afen, for old Men go to Death, aud 
Death comes to young Men : he appoint- 
ed Silveſter the Biſhop of Rome to wear a...

land and Scotland, and bidding them 
farewell, defired them to look to them- 
ſelves, for they would no more undertake 
{uch long and hazardous journeys for their 
lakes. And now the Saxons (after the Ro- 
2:ans had quit left the Ifland) under the 
Command of Hengiſt and Horſa, land- 
ed at Ebsfleet in the Ifland of Thaner in 
Kent, about the year of Chriſt 448: as 
{ome Authors aftirm, for they difter a- 
moneft themſelves in this point. Theſe 


Saxons were {ent for by the Britains (the | 


Romans refuſing to come ) to aid them 
azainſt the P:ckrs and Scots who were got 
into their Land as far as Stanford : and 
the Britains intending them the - Ifle of 
Thanet tolive nn, that they might be 
n-ar at hand to afford them help as of- 
ten as occaſion required : but the Saxons 
not contented with the Ifland of Thanet 
which the Br:rains had afligned them for 
their good ſervice : they having now got 
good footing in the Land, they began to 
diſplay themſelves in their colours, and 
made it appcar that they intended the 
beft part for themſelves, and that the 
3+1t4ins ſhould be at their Diſpoſals.

Hold from them, making aftrid Law a- 
gainſt all thoſe ſhould dare to enter over 
Offa's Ditch, or ſet one Foot within his 
Engliſh Dominions ; He flew ef 
&ing 
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King of Mercia in Battel, and drove the 


King of Kent out of his Kingdom,the Eaſj- * 
angles, and Eaſt-Saxons alto ſubmitted to 
him, with the Sozrh-Saxons alſo, where- 
upon he cauſed himſelf to be Crowned ab- 
ſolute Monarch at Wincheſter, And. this. 
Monarchy ccntinued in the Saxons, till 
the Dazes firlt got, and then loſt it again, 
and the S40r's iflne upon the next en- 
trance thereof tailing, it then fell to the 
I\Vormans. 

This Ezbert firſt gave the name of 
ENGLAND to this Ccuntry , and 
named the Inhabitants Engliſh. In the 
fourteenth year of his Monarchy,the. Dares 
with 433 Ships landed in England, to 
whom he gave Battel but had rhe worſt of. 
the day, loofing two of his chiet Captains. 
and two Biſhops, hardly eſcaping himnfelf. 
And the ſecond yearatter they tanded. in 
Wales, with whom joined the We/ſb, bur 
at this time (fortune nor always frowning) 
he overcame both parties ; and in rhe Jait 
of his Reign,theDares ſacked the Ifland'of 
Shippy near Kent,and with nuch ado were 
expelied. 

This Egbert was the 17 King of chel«/#- 
$4x0ns, and firſt ſole Mcrarch of England, 
He began his Reign as Monarch 419 
$19, and reigned 17 ycats, 

E F By thel- 
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2. Ethelwolf , This King was made 
Biſhop of WincheFer before his Father Eg- 
bert's Death,and was in a manner conſtrai- 
ned by his Clergy to take upon him the 
Government. And ſo he beſtowed his 
Biſhoprick on Swithin his Tutor : after 
ſeveral Bickerings with the Danes , at 
length,he gave them a great overthrow at 
Ocley ; he freed Church Lands from all 
'Tribute,and regal Services. And going to 
Rome, he there confirmed Peter—Pence, 
and at his return he gave yearly to Rome 
300 Marks, for a requital of his kind re- 
ception there. 

This Ethelwolf was eldeſt Son to Egbert, 
and the 2 ſole Monarch of England. He be- 
gan his Reign Anno 837,and reigned about 
2.0 years. 

3- Ethelbald, Hewas eldeſt Son to E- 
thelwolf, by his firſt Wife Osbwrga his 
Butler's Daughter : he was with his Father 
in ſeveral of the Battels againſt the Danes; 
but all his good and valiant Aﬀions were 
blaſted by his taking of 74dith his Stepmo- 
ther (the King of France his Daughter, 
and his Fathers ſecond Wife ) to his Im-

4. Ethelbert , He :was never .out of 


Wars, but conſtantly peſtered with thoſe - 


devouring Locuſts the Danes. And land- 
ing one time they deſtroyed Wincheſt:r,but

This Ethelbert was ſecond Son of Erhel- 
wolf and fourth ſole Monarch of England:

5. Ethelred; "The Danes in his time

unto, Thr afterwards Repenting the Fa, 
cauſed the Procurer thereof to {ſuffer 
Death. And now Anlafe the Dane dif- 
guiſing himſelflike an Harper, enrred the 
King's Tent,and returning, thought to have 
ſurprized the King, bur getting Intelli- 
hence hereof, he removed his Tent : and 
a Biſhop, new come to the Camp, pitched 
there: ſoeAnlafe coming at night to ſur- 
prize the Tent, the Biſhop hearing, ſtart- 
edup, and ſo manfully laid about him, 
that he flew five Petty Kings,twelve Dukes, 
and a great number of Soldiers: but at laſt 
(pity it was ſo) was flain himſelf : And the 
King afterwards paſling into Scotland, he 
Olters his Knife, for good Luck's ſake, to 
7ohn of Beverlye : Subdues the whole 
Kingdom of Scotland, makes a miraculous 
Dint ina Stone at Dzn-bar, with one ſtroak 
of his Sword, of an Ell deep, to teſtifie 
his Right to that Kingdom : Near Win- 
cheſter, as the Story goes, The King was 
challenged, by the inſulting Danes, to pro- 
vide a Champion to encounter one CO L- 
BR ON a Daniſh Gyant, whom they held 
invincible : and none of the King's men 


daring to fight him ; he got a Pilgrim from 


among the Beggars (as he was directed bo

his Slcep ) that entred the Liſts, and flew 
the Gyant: and this proved to be Gzy of 
Warwick , of whoie Vallor, and the Faith- 
fulneſs of his Wife Felice, Tradition hath 
been very prodigal, 

At Long-run the King became Vifor 
of his Enemics,and ſeveral Kings ſent him 
Preſents, gh, King of France, ſent 
him the Sword of Ps PRO the Great, 
which had it the Hilt thereof one of the 
Nails that faitned CHRIST to the Croſs; 
he feat alſo ConStantine's Spear , be- 
ing. the ſame that Longinaus pierced 
CAHRIST's fide with , when he hung on 
the Croſs ; and with it, a piece of the Thor- 
ny Crow allo : And Ortho the Emperor 

ſent the King a Lanskip richly ſet with 
precious Stones: The King of Norway 
{ent him agreat Ship richly gilt, with pur- 
ple Sails : This King cauſed the B I B LE 
to be turned into Engliſh, 

This Ethelſtane was the eldeſt Son to 
Edward, and the Eighth ſole Monarch of 
England : He began his Reign anno 925, 
and reign'd*; 5 years. | 

9. Eammad; He was much imployed 
in warring againit the Dazes, and fought 
ſeveral Battels with them: He cauſed the 
Eyes of the two Sons of Dunmai! to be put 
out for their Rebellion: He was Amber

.uch as ſhould drink decper than the ; 
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Mark: He alſo cauſed the Princes of Wa/es 
to render him yearly, by way of Tribute 
300 Wolves heads; by which means Wolves 
were deſtroyed in this Nation. And eve- 
ry year he rid his Circuit, to take Notice 
of the Abuſes and Corruption of his 
Judges, if any were inthe Adminiſtration 
of his Laws. 

He is ſaid to be very laſcivious, not for- 
bearing the very Nuns, for he begot St. 
Edith on Wolfchild the Nun ; and at An- 
dover plotting to lye with a Weſtern 
Duke's Daughter ,, he was fitted by the 
Mother with a Subſtituted waiting-Crea- 
ture, whom he afterwards retained for his 
Concubine. And now the Fame of the 
Incomparable Features aud Beauty of 
Duke Orgaras's fair Daughter being 
dw as fr as the Court, and ringing in 
the King's Ears, he forthwith longs for the 
Injoyment ofher Company; and ſo Ethel- 
wold a principal Courtier was ſent for her ;

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ing not far from the Caſtle where his Mo- 
ther in Law was, being dry with purſuing

Wine, ſhe difſembling her Malice with out- 
ward Joy to fee him, cauſed the Wine to 


brought,which was no ſooner at his Mouth, 


but a two-edged Dagger was ſtruck into 
Back,by a Servant appointed for that pur- 
poſe by her : He feeling himſelf wound- 
ed, put ſpurs to his horſe and rid away, 
bur preſently fell from his Horſe, and was 
drage'd about the Fields till he died. 

This Edward was the Eldeſt Son of Ed- 


 gar,and the 13 Sole Monarch of England; 


he began to reign eAnno 975. and reign'd 
4 Years, 

14. Ethelred; When he was about 10 
years old, being informed how his Brother 
Edward was flain by his Mother's means ; 
he wept and 'took on. ſo heavily , that his 
Mother beat him , almoſt to Death, with 
wax Candles, nothing elſe being near at 
hand : This ſo diſtaſted the King, that he 
could never after endure Wax Candies to 
be burnt before him. He was grievoully 
pcltered with the Daxes, compounding 
tor his quiet with them at 10000 pounds 
firſt; then they raiſed him afterwards 
from 10, to 16, 2nd foto 20, 24, 30, and 
laſtly to 40000 pounds, the Danes n-ver 

| giving 
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giving over digging in this Golden Myne 
till they had quite exhauſted it : Elfrick, 
-Earl of Aſerc:a turning Traytor, he and 
- his Son Algarws had both their Eyes put 
out by the King's Command. 

And now the King conſidering the mi- 
ſery of his People, and ſeeing himſelf not 
able to withſtand the Danes by force, he 
ought to vanquiſh them by policy; and 
ſagave notice to all his Cities every where, | 
on St. Brices day, to fallupon the Danes 
and murther them, which was according- 
ly put in Execution ; but this News flying 
into Denmark (for all the King's Council 
was betrayed at all times by Edric#5 one 
of his own Councellors) there came again 
freſh Supplics: and Swanxs the Dane {0 
grievouſly oppreſſed the Countrie, burn- 
ingand deſtroying all before them, that he 
gave them thirty thouſand pounds tor 
Peace : Not long after they flew 900 
Monks and Men of Religion in Canter- 
bury, and having wreſted a great ſum cf 
Money from the Arch Biſhop Alphegns, 
they then {toned him to Death at Green- 
wich. The King ſecing thoſe proceedings, 
ſends his Wife Emma,and her two Sons in- 
to Normandy, to her Brother Richard 
Duke thercof, and ſhortly after followed 
himſelf ; But at length Swanas the Dare 
being

F This Erhelred was third Son of Eapar, 
F. and the fourteenth fole Monarch of Eng- 
| land; He began his Reign eAno 979,and 
F reigned 37 years. 
| 15. Edmund, He was Sirramed Tron- 
| +/de: He gave the Danes ſeveral Battel, o- 
4 verthrew them and raifed the Siege at 
Lon- 
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leaſt in the plain Field, and had in all 
likelihood rid England of him, if the 
Traitor Edrick and others of the Perfidi- 
ous Clergy and Nobility, had not ſecret- 
ly afliſted him. Edmnnd tought a ſingle 
Duel with Canatss the Dane, and dan- 
gerouſly wounded him, whereupon Canx- 
tas deſiſted,and cried out to King Edmand, 
ſaying, What need us there for us thas to 
mndanger our Lives? if thou conſent to di- 


vide the Kingdom berween us, we ſhall then 


be at peace, and like two Brothers : which 
thing Edmund conſented unto, and did 
accept of (/anxte for his Co-partner in the 
Kingdom, 

Bur not long after Edmnd being eaſing 
of himſelf, he was by Duke Ear:ick ( thar 
Grand Traytor ) thruſt into the Funda- 
ment with a ſharp Spear, andhis head cut 
off and preſented to Canate, as an accep- 
table Sacrifice, as was hoped ; but he de- 
teſting ſuch Traiterous Villany , cauſed 
Edricks head wo be chopt off, and to be 
advanced upon a Pole above the reſt of his 
Fellows, as it was promiſed him, an ad- 
vancement fit for the betrayers of their 
King and Country, And now the Saxons 
Monarchy, by the Death of Edmund, being 


drawn to a Period, and the Te of 
their 


London , he worſted {anatns 4 times at 


their Government overthrown; The Dancs 
began to Advance the Banner of their 
Conqueſt, and after King Edmnnd's Death 
diſplayed it m open Ficld, none being able 
ro withſtand them, ſo they made them- 
ſelves ſole Maſters of the Ifland, attcr it 
had been in Poſſeſſion of the Saxons about 
566 years, it was a l:ng time after the 
Danes firſt entrance before they became 
fole Monarchs thereof. 

This Edmznd wasthird Son of Ethelfrid, 
and the fittecnth fole Monarch cf Znglaznd, 
his Rejgn began Anno 1016,and he reign- 
cd about 1 ycar, 


CHAP. VUIL 


Of the Danes and their Conqueſt of Britain, 
with the memorable «Accidents happen=- 
ing during the time of thoſe tree Daniih 
Monarchs who ruled here. 


HE Original of theſe Danes is 

2. -thought by ſome to be from the Soyo 
thians, but others rather thiak to-come 
F from 
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fromScandiaanifland {cituateNorthward, 
not far from the Continent of Denmark. 
As to their Religion it was much alike to 
that of the Saxons:Their firſt Invaſion was 
about the year 787, and about 230 years 
after they became ſole Maſters of Enz- 
[:1d, which Sovereignty continued but a- 
bout twenty four years, which they had 
{truggled tor above two hundred years : 
Taicir Succeſſion of Monarchs were theſe 
three following. 

1. Canutys, He was Son to Swanns, and 
was Crowned at London, by Livingus 
Arch-Biſhop of Canterbary : he ſent Eq- 
ward and Edmand, the two Sons of Ed- 
und [ronfide, the lalt Saxon Monarch, to 
his Brother the King of Sweedenyto be made 
away, but he abhorring the FaQ, transfer- 
red them to the King of Hungary : And 
now he marries Emma King Ervelreds 
Widdow, by whoſe Counſel he wreſted 
82999 Pounds out of his Subjects, to give 
thoſe lazy Danes, that were ſent packing 
to Denmark, there being then no more 
need for them here, He called a Parla- 
ment at Oxford, and enadted ſeveral good 
Lawes, which arc tobe ſeen in ſeveralold 
Chronicles, and too large here to be in- 
ccrted. | 

He is ſaid to be an Eacmy to Diſſem- 


blers, 
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blers, Traytors and Flatrerers : for cn a

time he cauſed hinifclf tobe placed in a 


Chair, where the Sea ebbs and flows at 


Southampton , and commanded the' Sea, 
that it ſhould not ſwell ſo as to wet his Feet; 
but the diſobedient Sea (the Tide then co- 
ming out ) preſently daſhed up to his 
Thighs ; whereupon he ſtarted up, and faid 
to the Flatterers(who had extoll'd his great= 
neſs to be unmatchable, ) Tox ſee all the 
wight and power of Kings ts but vanity, for 
wone « worthy to have the name of King, 
but be that hath alls things ſubje5t ta his 
Laws, And ſo after thar time (as ſome 
Authors affirm) he would never ſuffer 
the Crown tocome on his head, butfer it 
on the Crucihi head at Wincheſter ; In 
the third year of his Reign he went into 
Denmark, and chaſed} from thence' the 
Fandalls who had invaded that Kingdom : 
And at length he went on Pilgrimage to. 
Rome, and: is Recorded for a very good 


Man, ſetting aſide his intention-to have 


murthered King Edmunds two Sons, 


This Canutss was the 16 fole Monarch 5 


of Englasd: He began hisReign.A7no1 01 7. 
and reigned eighteen years. he was burt- 
edin the old Monaſtery at WincheSter. 

2.. Herrold,He was fo fvitt, that he was 
aallod Harefoot : Earl Goodwine was a- 
; F 2 - Saint 
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gainſt his coming to the -Crown, but the 
Londoners, and Lords 6n the Northſide 
of Thames were for him and prevailed;he, 
by 'Treachery of Goodwipe, efnetaeds got 
the two. Sons of -Emma, Edward and -41- 
fr:de, the laſt of which had his eycs put 
cut, and his Belly opencd, and. one cnd cf 


his Bowcls drawn outand faſtned toa Stake, 


and then he was pricked with ſharp poini- 
ards and forced round about the Stake, til 
all his Intralls were wound out: He cauſed 
allo Queen Emma to be baniſhed and- her 
£00ds to be confiſcate,but the Earl of Flan-

This Ha#rold was the Second Son chk C.a- 
nuts, and the ſeventeen ſole Monarch ct 
England: he began his Reign Mano 1036, 
herreigned four years, and was buried at 
 Weſtminſter,as Mr. Stow aihrms. 

. Hardicaunte, He was Crowned at 
London by Elzothus Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
zerbary ; He cauſed the body: cf his half 
Brother: 41arrold to be digged out of. his 
Grave, and thrown into the Thames, after 
ke had firtt cut off his Head, but ſcme Fiſh- 
ers finding the body buried it decently in 
St. Clements without Temple Bar : this 
Hardicaiiute was a great. Epicure, and 
had his Tavles ſpread tour time dayly, and 
furniſhed with Lainties,for the fatkfjlog ao 

is 
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his greedy Appetite ; through the Per- 
ſyations of Earl Goedwine, he. raifed th2 
Sum of 32147 poufids in England for the 
payment of his Fleet, which greatly diltait— 
ed his Subjeas ; the thing defired by Earl 
Goodwine; two ofthe Colle&ors of this 
Money were Hlain'at Worcester, for which 
oftence their City was ſet on Fire. 

The King Drinking freely at a Wedd'ng 
in Lambech,got aSurfeit and died ; ſome 
fay, he was choaked atDinner there ; but . 
certain it is he died, and with-him dycd the 
Danes Monarchy over England , and it fell. 
again to the. Saxons, for Edward the Se-- 
venth Son of Erhelred by Emma his Queen, 
was ſent for out of Normandy by the Eng-- 
liſh, and was made King, which thing was - 
brought . about by Earl Goodwines means, - 
and Leofrick Earl of Cheſter. | 
— This Haraicannte was: third Son of Ca--. 
»4tas , and eighteenth ſole Monarch of . 
England. He began to Reigh en 1 040, . 
And reigned about two years: he was-bu- -

Of the Saxons Re-entry again to the Monar< 
chy of England , after the Danes Con-

His new Poflcflion of the Savoye was 
& bur of ſhort Continuance, till W:/r- 
am the Norman Duke came and made-a 
Forceable Emry upon them.: and though | 
his Entry were unlawful, yet all the force -| 
and Lay they then had could never abtam 
a Writ of Reſticurion: the continuance of 
this new Sa.xop Monarchy was but during 
the times of theſe two Kmgs-following, 

i. Edward the Confeſſour , He was 
Crowned at Wincheſter by Edſine Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbary ; in the beginning of 
his Reign, the Dares, riſh and Welſh en- 
tered England, and deſtroyed all in their 
paſſage with Fire and Sword; but they 
were withſtood in their proceeding by e4/- 
fred the Warlike Biſhop of Worceſter. In 
che fifth year of the King's Reign there fell 
ſogreat a Snow in Fammary, that covered 
the Ground till the middle of arch ; and 
much Cartel and Fowl died ; and in fan- 
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ary after happened ſuch an Earthquake :

and withal ſuch feartul Lightmngs were. 
then, that the Corn in the F:elds was burnt 
up,which cauſcd a great Dearth. And now 
Goodwine Earl of Kent, who was the main 
Inſtrument in ſetting up King Edward , 
for his Favour to the Burgctlcs of Can- 
terbury, falls into diſlike with the King,and 
after (eral thwartings he and his hive were 
baniſhed : but about two years after was 
received again into favour: and being one 
day at the King's Table at Dinner , the

In this ſame place the Conqueror after- 


wards built an Abby and called it Battel- - 


Abby. Andnow Aldrede Archbiſhop of 
York, counſelled the People to chuſe young

fal Heir to the Crown, but ir came to no- 


thing; for with thederermination of Har- 


rold's Reign, ceaſed the Royal blood of 
the Saxons, whoſe Kings made England an 
Heptarchy , and afterwards had reduced 
itto aglorious Mnarchy : and had been 
Kings and Monarchs thereof from Fer- 
9ijts firſt Poſſcilion of the Kingdom of

that he granted their Requeſts, ro have all- 


their Ancient Cuſtoms : whereupon they 
yielded up to him their Earldom of Kerr, 


and Caſtle of Dover. The Conqueror was 


kind alſo tothe Londoners, ſuffering them 


to injoy their Priviledges they had in Ed-: 


ward the Confellor's trme. 


| j&: Shortly after this the Conqueror ſailed- 
to Normandy to ſettle his Attairs there, ta- 


king with him ſeveral Engliſh Nobles 


(whoſe greatneſs he feared -in his Abſence)- 


for Pledges, and making his half Brother 


Otho, Biſhop of Bayenx, Earl of Kent,and- 
William Fitz-Osburne Earl of Hereford , 
to whaſe Truſt he left the Government of- 


the Kingdomtill his Keturn : Inwhoſe Ab-- 


ſence the Welſh revclied and waſted all to 
the Mouth of Wye, theſe Stirs called the: 


Conqueror back again, who at his Return: 
gave the Lands of the Engl:ſh to his Nor- 
mans; And the Engliſh thus turned out 
of their Eſtates, tell fo to Rob and Pillage 
that the High-waycs: between- one Town

and another lay unfrequented : The Exrls 


Edwin and Morcar, and E agar Atheling 


with his Mother ard Siſter and ſeveral 6- 
ther Enghſh Nobles fled into Scotland to 
King Malcel, to whom the Conqueror 
ſent, deſiring him to ſend back for England 
Eagar Atheling, but Aalcolm having 
married his Siſter, denied him, and kepr 
him notwithſtanding all King William's 


Threats. And now the (0nqueror Itill go- 


ing on in his Oppreſſions of the Engliſh, he 
cauſed every Houſe-houlder to put out 
both Fire and Candle at eight a Clock at 
Night, to which purpoſe there was a Bell 
rung in cvery City, Town or Village,by the 
French called {over fey, that 1s, (over 
Fire. 

In the Second year of his Reign, Good- 
wine and Edmnnd two of King Harrold's 


[Sons invaded the Realm out of Ireland : 
and took away great Bootys. And the 


year after, the Engliſh in the North flew 
700 Normans,but fome of the Authors of 
thcRebellion,being taken, had ſome of them 
their Heads cut off, and other their hands: 
And now Swan, King of Denmark, ailiſted 


, the Engliſh with 300 Sail of Ships fraught 


with Soldiers, who under Command of 
Osbarne , Swaine's Brother, and his own 
two Sons Harrold and Cannte, arriv'd in 
2 Humber 
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Humber and marched for York : at whoſe 
Approach the Yorki#fs were fo Eiſmay'd 
that they ſet their own City on fire,and the 
Minſter of St, Peters being then conſum'd, 
eAldred their Archbiſhop dicd with greit. 

At his time were 3000 Normans llain, 
but the King hearing of theſe Stirs,took his 
March into the North, and after he had 


 orerthrown the Enemy, he was fo inra- 
ged at the Northern Diſturbers that he 


ipoil'd theirCountry,lying all levcl with the 
ground for Threeſcore miles, between York, 


and D#rham, which lying untilled for nine 


years ſpace, cauſed ſuch a Famine among 
them, Thar the People there cat Horſes, 
Dogs, Cats, yea and Man's Fleſh, Not 
long after this, there was a Decree made 
by bim , That no Engliſh Scholar ſhould. 
come to any Promotion, depriving Stigand 
Arch-Biſhop of (anterbury, Eglewine Bi- 
{hop of the Ea5t-angles, and ſeveral other 
Bithops, tor no evident Cauſe, but only ro 
give Place to his Normans. He alſo abro- 
gated the Engliſh Laws, and ſet up his own 
in the Nermay Tongue, tothe great Dam- 
mage of the Engl:ſb: Hereupon the Earls 
Edwine and Morcar with Frederick Abbot 


- of St. Albans, ſet up ah, Atheling a- 


gain for their General,and rebelled again: 
the Conquercr, who, ſeeing their daily in- 
: ee creaſe 


creaſe of Forces, concluded a Peace with 
them, and Swore To keep inviolable the 
cAntient LAW S of the Land, and thoſe 
sf St, Edward. | | 
But notlong after he took from the Ab- 
by of St, Albans, all the Lands berwcen 
Barnet and London-Stone, and bereaved 
all the Abbies and Monaſteries of England 
of all their Treaſure,fparing neicher Chal- 
lices nor Shrines, | 
And now Malcolm King of Scors, who 
fided with the Engliſh, and King William 
made a League, and reared a Stone-Croſs 
on Stayr-AMoor in Weſtmerland, called the 
| Roy-Crof,, for a Meer Mark to the Bounds 
of both Kingdoms. And ſhortly after this, 
the King took his Voyage for Normandy 
again, the People being there in Rebellion, 
but by the Prowels of the Enghſp they were 
quickly brought again to their Obedience. - 
Now, during this Stay in Normandy, the 
Nobles in England rebell again, but at his 
Return were quickly diſmaied. So he cau- 
{cd the Eyes of ſome of them to be pur out, 
the hands of others to pe cut off, and ſome 
were bang'd upon Gibbets, and thoſe who 
eſceped the beſt, were Baniſhed. 


No ſooner were theſe Troubles over, 
but.

{year, To eaſe the People of their Taxes, 
and many other vs 7 eh TY which he 
afterwards PRI : And he reſtored 
to the Engliſh the uſe of Lights again, 
which his Father torbad by ringing of aBell, 
and had continued abour the ſpace of 3 3

He alſo ordained feveral good Laws, 
and annexed his Great Seal to them, and- 
his Name, with the ſubſcription of ſeve- 
ral Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
cauſed Copies of them to be ſent into eve-- 
ry County to be fately kept, the heads of 
them take as followeth in theſe Seven.

W:lliam, the King's eldeſt Son, in Marri-- 
age; of which Marriage the King concei-- 
ved no little Comfort , but the budding 
Hopes of the conceived future Happineſs 
were quickly cropped by the hand of Fate, 
for at the King's-Return for England, this .

cther two of the King's Children, and Rz--- 
chard Earl of CheSter, his Lady, and cther 
Lords and Ladies-were all caſt away at Sca. . 

The King after this, Anzo 1121. took 
to his Second Wife e4glicia, Daughter of 
7effery firſt Duke of Lovain, And nuw Pope . 
Calixtns the II. met the King in Norman-- 
dy, to fee it his Threats would work the 
King's Submiibon ro h'm,. tkat he might 
have 
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have the Packing and Dealing of the Cards 
tor the Game of Spiritual Promotions in 
England ; but neither Flatterings nor 
Threats would work upon him: Ac this 
Meeting, two Youths, Sons to the Earl of 
Aelent, and Servants to the King, difſpu- 
ting with two cf the Popes Cardinals, with 

ogical Syllogiſms put the two Rabbies ta 
the Noz-plus, In this Pope's time Anno 
1122, was the firſt Lateran Council held, 
Lcing the ninth General Council. 

About z years after this, -4nno 1125. 
Pope Honeorius the ſecond, ſent Cardinal 
(remenſis to certifie the Abuſes ct the 
Married Clergy ; and to that purpoſe he 
made a Set Oration in Praiſe of C H A- 
S T1TY, and Diſpraiſe of 0 NV LAW-

he returned to his Maſter the Pope without 
Succeſs, 

e1no 1126. The King's Son in Law, 
tne Emperor died , and his Wife return- 
cd into England, whereupon the King cal- 
led a Parltament, and cauſed them to 
fivear Fealty to the Empreſs his only Heir. 

This ſame year one, 4rnoldan Engliſh

The next year after the King married 
his Daughter the Empreſs again to fefery 
Plantaginet, Son to Fonlk Earl of Anjox. 
And about fix years after, in the 33 year 
of this King, happened ſo great an Eclipſe 
of the Sun, that at Noon-day one might 
have ſeen the Stars inthe Firmament, -and 
about two dayes after this, there was a ter- 
rible Earthquake. And the fame year 
happened ſuch a Raging Fire in London , 
that it conſumed a great part of the City 
from Weſt-C heap tO eAlgat?. | 

The next ycar after , being the 34 of 
the King, Duke Robber: the King's Brother 
after 26 years Impriſonment and the put- 
ting out cf his Eyes, dicd in Priſon. And 
this year WereeSter and RockeFter were 
burnt. | 

This Zenry the Firſt was King of Eng- 
land, and Duke of Normandy ; he was 
the 4th Son of William the Conqueror, by 
ard his Wite Daughter to Baldwine the 
Fifta Earl of Flanders, He began his 
Reign on Weganeſday the firſt day of Aa- 
guſt, Anno 1100. and reigned 35 years 
4 moneths, and 1 day: and was 23 Sole 
Monarch of England.

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Itkewiſe Revolted, and did Fortifie moſt 
cf the ſtrong Caſtles in the Realm againit 
the King, intending to bring and the 
Empreſs to the Crown : But the King, be- 
Ingnofluggard,did ſo hotly purſue his Bar- 
rons , that he won mclſt of the Caſtles 
from them, and put them to a ſtand : And 
with like ſucceſs did Ralph Biſhop of Dar- 
ham (appointed General by Thurſtan 
- Arch-Biſhop of York the King's Lieute- 
nant of the North ) go againſt the Scors, 
who were:come as far as Northumberland, 
Y and manfilly forced them tofly the Coun- 
try. And ſhortly after, the King in Perſon 
matched into. Scotland;and a Peace was a- 
-gain conchuded ketween the two Kings. And 
Stephen brought with 'him into England 
. Henry, David's eldeſt Son,and made him 
Earl of Hantinzton. 

And now he King began to quarrel 
-with - ſeveral of; his Prelates, as Salz5bxry, 
Lincoln, and Ely, and demanding the 
keys of their Caſtles, exacting likewiſe great 
{umms of money from them. 

About this time Mand the Empreſs 
-landed in England, and was carried into 
Arrundel-caltle by William de Albeny who 
married the Queen Dowager King Henry's 
| _ Widdow, the King . having .. intelligence 
thereof haſted to erande!, at whole 'co- 

| ming 
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ming ( a Woman's Wit being beſt at a 
pinch ) ſhe perſivaded him, That none, to 
her knowledge or with her conſent, were 
come with her,but thoſe who did and would 
owe him Allegiance: Hereupon he honou- 
rably conveyed her to Briſtol, from which 
place ſhe got ro Wallingford-(aſtle, and 
in the mean while Earl Robert , her Bro- 
ther divulged the News of her Arrivage, 
whereupon he got ſuch a number of People 
together for her cauſe, that they were hard 
to benumbred. 

The King hereupon forthwirh belfieges 
Wallngford-Caſtie, but not able to accom- 
plifh his deſires, he removed his Siege to 
HMalmesbury , and in the mean time the 
Empre!s- got to Lincoln, and ftoxed the 
City with Proviſion and'other-Neceſlaries :- 
Hercupon the King withdrew to Lincoly, 
and ſo, ſtraitly begirt the City with his Siege, 
thar if the Empreſs had not made a ſhift 
to eſcape, ſhe had been here taken. 

_ TheKing poſſefling himſelf of Lincely, 
| Earl Robert , and Ranulph Earl of Che- 
ſter went againſt him with a mighty Army, 
and making over the River pitched their 
"Tents in the King's fight; the King ordering. 
his Army, Trumpets founded to Battel , 
and the Armies joined in Fight ; but the- 
Rings party being overpoy 4d, they began

to faintand run 2way, leaving the King al- 
molt alone, who behaved himſelf fo Cham- 
pion-like , that he drove down whole 
Troops before him , until his Battel-Ax 
broke, and his Sword flew into pieces in 
his hand; and then being Weaponleſs he 
was ſtruck down with a Stone whiclt was 
thrown at him, and ſo was ſeized on, but 
preſerved from Violence by Earl Robert's 
Command, and from thence he was cat- 
ried Priſoner to the Empreſs to Glowceſter, 
jy which place he was ſent bound to Bri 
oll. 
And now the Empreſs Triumphed as 
fole Sovereign of England; all the People, 
fave thoſe of Kerr, doing her Allegiance ; 
to Wincheſter ſhe marched in State, and 
there received the Regal Crown, from 
thence ſhe went to London, where ſhe was 
| received with Royal proceſſion, 
And now the reports of Srepher's Im- 
pritonment being got into Normandy, his 
Sabje&s there began to incline to feffery 
the Husband of the Empreſs: ſhortly at- 
ter this, Earl Robert the Empreſs Brother 
was taken Priſoner, by ſome of the King's 
party, who had eſcaped from Lincoln, who 
| carrying him to Gloxceſter there imprifo- 
ned him, and growing at length weary ofhis 
Irons, and hard Lodging, he and the King 
were 
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were releaſed one in Liew of the other : 
The Earl after his Releaſment went for 
Normandy to raife more aid, but in'the 
mean while King Srephen beſieged rhe 
Empreſs in Oxford, where ſhe was brought 
to ſuch a ſtraight, that ſhe was forced to 
fly by Night, with ſome of her Company, 
Diſguifſed,, getting over the T-ames on 
the Ice, itÞcing then Winter, from which 
Place they-ran on Foot through Snow and 
Dirches to. eAbbington, being about five 
miles ; and here they took Horſe, and got 
to Walling ford-Caſtle, And by this time 
- Eatl Robert and Prince H enry the Empreſs 
Son, were landed-at Warran—haven trom 
whence they .got to the Empreſs; but ſhe 
at length being wearied with the various 
facceſs of War and never out of Troubles, 
left England, and returned to her Husband 
into Normandy, having ſent her Son Hen- 
73 thither before her. .. | 
: Az Lincoln the King (after the Empreſs » 
Departure) cauſed all the Barrons to 
{wear Allegiance to Prince Exſtace, Ste- 
phen's Son ; And Theotald Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbury, refuſing to conſecrate ae 
King, was forced to fly into Normandy 
for his ſafety, and the King ſeized all his 
Poſleſhons, no King before Stephen's time 
| durſt. 
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durft- enter Lincoln, being frighted with 
the Fooliſh Prophefies of fome Wizards, 
After this Henry the Empreſs's Son en- 
tered England again, and was met by the 
King, . whoſe Armics had joined in Battel, 
but that the Winter Storms prevented 
them, and fo a Truce was concluded. , 
which thing was very diſpleafing to Prince 
Exſtace, who not long after died of a 
Frenzy. 
| After his Death, a Peace was concluded, 

_ and the King- adcpted Prince Henry the 
Empreſs's Son for his Heir and Succeſfor : 
In the laft year of the King's Reign, a little 
before his Death, was: ſeen the Sign of the 
Crols in the Moon, 

- This Stephen was King cf Enpland, and 
Duke of Normaidy, he was the Third Son 
of Srephen Earl of Bloyce by his.Wife A- 
d:licia or eAlice, third Daughter roW- 
lI;zm the Conquerour ; His Reign began 
cn Munday the ſecond day cf December, 
eAnno Domini cleven hundred thirty five, 

and he reign'd eightecn years, ten moneths, 
and twenty dayes: and was the twenty 
fourth ſole Monarch of Eng/and: Hedied 
of the Thhiack-Paſſion mixed with his old 
Diſcaſe the Emmmeroyds, in the Monaſtery 
of the Mcnks at Dover, on.

Oxford, and by the King's Command all

Food, whereby they. miſerably periſhed : 
And now the King,and Malcolm King of 
ME TINT Scots 
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| Srots entered Amity upon the ſame Con- 
ditions as were agieed upon in Ferry the 
firſt's time. And in Token of his Subje- 
ion, the King of Scots, offered his Hat 
and Saddle upon St. Peters Altar in York, 
and there left them. 

About this.time the fews crucified a 
Child at Gloucefter. And now Theobald 
dying, Becket the Chancellor was made 


Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and he denied 


- 0 take the Oath, for obſeryation of the 
. Articles,adminiſtred to the Clergy, which 
the reſt of the Biſhops had taken, and were 
clearly againſt the Pope's Authority. 
Hereupon the Contention between the 
King and Becket grew ſo hot, that the 
Pope ſent Philip his Almoner to. perſwade 
the Biſhop to {ivear, who, at..his Requeſt, 
took the Oath, 4nn9 1163.

Bridge was made-anew of Timber, by. one 


Peter the Prieſt of (ole-church. And new 


Becket ſtanding ſeveral times in Oppoſiti- 
0n againſt the King, at length was condem- 
ned of Perjury, and being called to hear 
| his Sentence as .a Traytor, he made {hift 
to eſcape in Diſguiſe into Flanders by the 
Name of Deermarr. 

Now-<he King ſends his Embaſladors to 
the Pope, requeſting him to ſend two of 
his Cardinals to judge the Caſe, the Pope 

retur- 
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returned Anſyer, That he would Judg him” 
himſelf, when he ſaw Cauſe : upon the 
Receit of this Anſwer, the King made an 
Order that all the Clergy that were with 
the Pope, or did Appeal to Rome, ſhould 
have their Livings ſequeſtred ; and bani- 
ſhed -all the Kinred of Becker, Man, Wo- 
man, Child and:Suckling. 

And now the King ſtoutly withſtood all 
the Popes Threats, Edidts and Bulls, deny- 
ing alſo the payment of Peter-pence. And 
Roger Archbiſhop of York, at the King's 
Command, in Contempt of Becket, crow- 
ned Henry the King's Son. But Becket 
after 7 years Baniſhment, was again re- 
conciled to the King, and reſtored to his 
former Dignity. | 
, During theſe Stirs, there was one G/- 
bert Foliott , Door of Divinity in Ox- 


- ford; 'who perſwaded the King'to curb the 
= Prideofthe Clergy, and this Door often 


reprooyed proud Becker to his Face, for 


- which he was much hared and perſecuted : 


Now Becket, at his ſecond Entrance on his 
Biſhoprick, excommunicated feveral Pre- 
lates: And King Henry, being 'in Nor - 
»2andy , and hearing hereof , chanced to 
{peak ſome words againſt the Biſhop ; 
which mcved four of his Courtiers to ſale 
for England, where inthe Church of (an-

terbrry they murthered Biſhop Becket, 
Anno 1170, He was afterwards cano- 
nized by the Pope, and is reputed amongſt 
thoſe of the Rowi/h perſivaſion, for a great 
Saint, He was, by Birth, a Lodoner, Nis 
Mother a Sarazetw, and by Profeſſion he 
was a Civilian, 

After the King returned for England,

/ I'N G Richardat his Coronation by 
Balwine Arch-Biſhop of Canrerba- 
7y, fwore to'keep ſeveral Articles Admi- 


niltred to him by the Peers, whigh were for 
the benefit of the Realm, in his time were - 
thoſe famous Robbers and Out-Laws called: 
"43 . Robin 
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Robin-Hnood and Little-fohn. The King's 
firſt attempts were for the Holy War, for 
performance of which Voyage he ſold and 
mortgaged ſeveral parcells ot his Revenue, 
. ſearce ſparing his City of London from 
Sale, and ſcruzed eleven hundred pounds 
Sterling out of Szephen de Tirrnhamshis late 
Fathers Treaſurer ; bur before his Expe-

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tiventy thouſand ounces of Gold for his 
Sifters D>wry, and twenty thouſand oun- 
ces more for the Lavehe bore to the Eng- 
liſh Nation: yet,for all this ſhew of Love, 
he and Philip of France took Council a- 
 gainſt King R:chard. foachin the Abbor, 
expounding the Apccaiypie to King Ai- 
chard at Cala'ria near 5:c1/y,told him rhat 
eAntichr:ſt was born, ana then in the City 
of Rome, viz, the Poe. | 

The King in his Patlage Conquered the 
Ifte of Cyprus, and left in it Richard de 
Camwile and Rovire dz Turnham Vice- 
Royes. And the Evg/zh and French belic- 
oed the City Prolomais, and won it: ſhort- 
ly after this,the French King returned (not 
without great ſhame) to his own King- 
dom. 

Whilft King R:chard was imployed in 
the Holy War, his Brother 70/z and ſome 
others ot the Peers deprived jV:{;am Long- 
champ of his Command, for ſeveral Our- 
rages by him committed, eſpecially upon 
7effery Arch-Biſhop of York, the King's 
Brother, "The King at his approach to 7e- 
raſalem took three thouſand Camels, and 
four thouſand Horſes and Mules of the 
Salladines coming from Babylon, and all 
the Carriages with their Rich Spoil, 

And now the Duke of Bxrgandy and 
| M4 - tis 
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his Regiment forſaking King Richard, he 
made a Peace with Sa/adine for three 
years, and fv returned very Penfive that 
be had neither conquered ferzſalem nor 
S1/adine, And intending to have gone 
 karough Germany, he was taken in Diſ- 
euiſe in /ie;na, and the Duke ſeized him 
tor is Priſoner ; The News of the King's 
Impritontment coming to England, his Mo- 
eacr with cther of his faſt Friends, Swore 
tae Reaim to be true to the King: and 
made ail tne Strong Holds ſure tor him. 
Bur the Subje&s of Normandy, in his Cap- 
tivity, were ſet npon by the French. 

Aitcr this the King regained his Liber- 
ty, paying tothe Emperor 100000 Marks 
{iexling, and half fo much to the Duke for 
his Rancſom: the Emperor afterwards,to 
gratifie the King, made him King of Pro- 
vince, Philip of France having notice of 
tae King's Releaſement, ſent word to Earl 
7obngthe King's Brother (who had endea- 
voured to gain. the Crown in his Brothers 
Captivity ) that the Devil was let looſe 
again. After his Releaſement he came tor 
England, and was joytfully received by 
{Tavert Prch-Biſhop of Canterbary, and 
thortly after Earl Fohn was adjudged by his 
Peers to looſe all his Eltate. And now the 
King cauſcd himſelf to be Crowned*again

Seal made, by which Device he got great 
Summs of money out of his Sub) ects, can

(Sn to King fohn's Father by Roſamond 
his Father's Concubine) denyed the Pay- 
ment hereof within his Precin&s : and like- 
wiſe retuſed to accompany the King his 
Brother into Frazce to folemnize the Mar- 
riage,and conclude the Peace : for which 
Contemps the King cauſed all ais Tempo- 
raities tobe Seized on. 

After this, the King and 1:{;am King 
of Scot/and mceting at Lincoln, they there 
{yore Amity and Faithful Love, upon the 
Croſrer=ſtaff of Arch-Biſhop Haberrt. But 
now the French King breaking the Peace 
concluded on, ſeveral Battels were fought 
between him and King fohbn, and Prince 
Arthur was taken Priſoner and died, The 
Pope ſought a Reconciliation between the 

wo Kings, but it tookno cfie&. Atter this 
the King returned,and called a Parliament 
at Oxford, at which time they granted him 
33 5. 44, forevery Knights Fee, 

In the year 1204, Normandy tciitrom 
E;ng/and tothe French, after it had been 
disbranched from France avout 3 ti g years, 
the next year after the Arch-Biihup dica, 
whoſe Wealth and Pollethious were Seized 


on by the King, in Regard vt his haughty, . 
| Cal=- * 
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earriage in his life time, and ohn Gray, 
Biſhop of Norwich, was tranſlated to Cam 
terbary. | 

And now the King berhinks himſclt a- 
gain on Revenge upon the French; and 
with a great Army landed at Rog#el, and 
preſently won the Caſtle Mount Auban, 
which was reputed invincible, after this. 
the City Arngiers was alſo ſubjected by him, 
And at lengrh the two Kings met, but, by 
the intercceding of Foreia Prelates, a two' 
years Peace was conciuded, 

About this time the King ſent one e- 
l[exander a Divine of O xford,to the Pope to 
detend his Authority againft that of Rome, 
waich he very well pertormed and made 
our boch by Scripture and Reaſon; and 
writing againit the Pope's Authority, he 
was afterwards perſecuted and baniſhed 
by Langton Arch-Biſhop of Canterbnur'y, 
and dicd wm Exile : ſhortly after this the 
Emperour O# arived in England, and 
was Royally received by the King, who at- 
cer forme days of Banquetting returned 
again, And now the Pope begins to play his 
P:ancas, depriving Arch-Biſhop Gray , 
and iefiing up Srephe;: Langton inhis place, 


- Writing © ca King in his behalf: and now 


began the Kiry's mifcries to approach, for 
upon this Account the King wrote to Pope 
ht 1n- 
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Tnnacentins the Third , threatning him 
for intruding upon his Prerogative : the 
Pope returned him a thundring Anfiver, 
and preſently after ſent his Apoſtolical 
command to the Prelates, London, Ely, 
and Worceſter to interdict the Kingdom,it 
the King continued in his Obſtinacy. This 
Commillion was put in Execution, and the 
Church Doors thut up tor ſeveral years: 
ſome Authors ſay 6 years, fo that the Peo- 
ple lived more like /nf:idels than Chriſti- 
ans; tor which attront ſeveral of the Cler- 
gy were bauithed by the King, and ſent to 
the Pope their Malter, 

And now the 1r:/h, being in Rebellion, 
the King haſted thither, at whoſe arrival 
more then tyenty petty Kings came to him 
to Davlin, doing their Allegiance. About 
this time Gzalter Maxes, Arch-Deacon of 
Oxford, preached vehemently againit rhe 
Pride of the Pope, and wrote a Book cal- 
led the Revelation of the Romijh Goliah, 
for which he ws much perſecuted and ha- 
ted.Shortly atter this Philip King of France, 
by commitiion from the Pope, took Ship 
for England, to depotc King fohn, the Pope 
promiſing hum the Crown of Enyland: but 
the King prepared againit his coming, yet 
fearing the Freach P ver, he, unwiliinsly, 
livore to Pandniphrs, the Pupe's IV. mo 
Ea {ub- 
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ſabmir,in all things, to the judgment of the 
Church: hereupon Pandulphns {wore him, 
touching all things in hisExcommunication, 
that he ſhould ſtand to the Popes Judgment, 
and that he ſhould reſtore to their tormer 
Dignities the Arch-Biſhop, -Biſhops and 
Monks : he was alſo forced to ſurrender his 
Crown,Scepter,Sword, Robes and King into 
Pandnlphus's, the Popes Attorneys, hands; 
laying them ar his feet : And laſtly, to hold 
his Crown in Fee-Farm of the Pope, at the 
yearly Rent of 1000 Marks. And now the 
Pope got the Prey which he 1{o long hunt- 
ed after: But the King was continually at- 
ter peitered with the Pope, between whom 
and the Arch-Biſhop of Carterbary he was 
banded like a Tennice-Ball, 

The Barrons alſo proved ſeveral times 
difioyal to him, and at lait betrayed the 
Crown cf England to Lewis of France, 
ſending him their Letter» of Aliegiance, 
hereupon Lewz:s (againit the Popes Com- 
mand ) ſet forwards for England, with 
600 Ships, and $80 Boats, and landed in 
the Hand of Thanne! in Kent, to whom all 
the Treacherous Barrons Fled: from 
thence he marched to London, and at St. 
PauPs Church he took rhe Oath oi rhe Cr 
#iZens, and the Oaih cf the Barons at 
Weſtminſter, The King ſeeing theſe pro- 
Ceedings 


he nnd 
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cecdings ſpoiled the Caltles of theBarrons,- 
which cauſed them to Repent of their Diſ- 
loyalty, forthwith ret-i1ning to the King 
again who then lay fick at Newark and 
ſhortly after died. 

In this King's Reign London-Bridge was 
built of Stone, being but of Wood at firft, 
and ſeveral Pr odigies were ſcen in his 
Reign, and alſo terrible Storms-of Ti hun 
der "hd Lightning g g with Hajl Stones as big 
as Go. je Es: which deſtroyed Men and 
Wome: belides Cattcl and Corn Fieids.

Ann 1215. being the 16 of the King was 
held the IV Lateraiy Council, Innocentins 
the Third being Pope: this was the. 12 ge- 
neral Council, in which Auricular Contet- 
fon was eltabliſhed, and the Cup taken 
trom the Laity in the Communion. 

This fohn was King of Eng/and, Lord of 
Trelaiid, and Dake of Norm aiay, Guyen 
and 4qzitainy he was fixth Sou of King 
Henry the Second: by his Gueen Ezaner 
eldeſt Daughter and Heir to }/i[;az; Duke 
of Aquitain: his R-ign- began on Tweſ- 
day the 6 day of 4pri!, A#9 1199, and 
continued 1 7 years, 6 months,and 1 3days. 

e was the 27 ſole Monarch of England, 
and was Poyſoned by one S;/20n a Monk of 
Swineſted Abby in Lincoluſhire , which 
was upon this occaſion, as it 1s {aid, viz. 
Thar the King being there at Dinner, and 
having an half penny loaf in his hand, he 
fyore, if he lived, ir ſhould be at twelve 
pence before that time twelve Months ; 
and the Monk over-hearing theſe words 
poyſoned him. He died on Wedneſday 
the ninetecnth day of Oftover, Anno 1216. 
in the eighteenth year of his Reign, and 
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go year of his Age, his body wasburicd at

led Henry cf Wincheſter. 


His Henry about the Age of g years 

was Crowned at Gloxceſier, in the 
prefence of the Popes LegateWallo, and 
' other Nobles, and the Earl ot Pemvroot, 
by conſent of che Peers,was made Guardian 
of his Perſon and Kingdom. Shortly af- 
ter a Truce was conchuded between Lewzs 
of France and the King, Lewzs then re- 
turning for Frazce, but ftaied not long 
'crehe came for Enzland again with freſh 
{upplyes taking his march to Lincolu, In 
the mean while the Earl of Perbrook, by 
the Advice of Walls and the Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, raifed an Army, and gave the 
French Batte) at Lincoln, where they re- 
ceived a great Oyerthrow, ſo that Lewzs 
haſted to France for more Aid ; after 
Lewis 
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Lewt;s returned from France, he was be- 
ſegedin London, and forced, at len<th, to 
make Peace, and depart the Reaim. 

And now the Nobles falling into Revel- 
ion,they were fou; ht by the Earl of Pem-

brook, who ſhortly after died : after whoſe 
Death, Perer de Rupibus, Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, and ſome others were made Guar- 
dians to the King; and upon this change 
the King was Crowned again at Weſtmin- 
ſter, by Stepben Arch-Bithop of Canter- 
bury, the King having the Saturday before 
laid the firſt Stone of the new work of the 
Abby Church at Weſtminſter. Afﬀeer this 
the King made H#bert de Burgo cheit Ju- 
ſtice of Enz/and. And now the Barrons 
and Welſh being in Rebellion again, and 
hearing of the King's march towards 
them, durſt nor ſtay his coming. e Ano 
1222, eAlexander King of Scotlana was 
married to the King's Sitter at York, 
And this year was granted to the King 
the Ward-ſhip of Heirs and their Lands: a- 
bout this time an Impoſture at the Provin- 
cial Synod at Oxford ſuffered himſelf ro be 
wounded in the Hands, Feet and Side,cal- 
ling himſelf Chriff, who together with a 
Woman,that took upon her to be the Mo- 
ther of God, were immured between two 
Walls, where they ended their Lives mife- 
| rably; 
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rably; And ſhortly after cone Conſtantive 
Firz- Arnulf,raifing a Tumult in London, 
23S £aken and hangea by Zxbert de Bur- 
goz's Order, and the common fort had 
their Hands and Feet cut cl. | 

Now the Parrons bcing carneſt for Con- 
firmation of Liberties, and denicd by 37/7l- 
[ian Briere, one cf the King's Council, 


the King to pleaſe all parties Anſivered ; 


et of us have frwornto th fe Liberties, and 
muſt heep them, And hereapon Writs 
were 1{iued out to inquire upon Oath, what 
Ltiocrties were currant in of from thetime 
of Henry his Grand-Facher. Not long at- 
ter this, the King ſent Embaſladors to the 
King of France, to demand Normandy 
and other his Tranſmaritain places, bur 
they were denied him : and now the King, 
upon ſome Diitait taken againſt one Falca- 
fins, Commanded all Strangers to depart 
the Realm: atter this a Parliament being 
cailed,the King confirmed 34 A G N A 
CH ART 4A underhis Scal, before they 
would yield to grant hima Subſidy. And 
now the King, having gotten Money, ſent 
his Brother Rovert and other Nobles into 
France, tor the Regaining his Dominions 
there, who in ſpice of Fare got and held 
Aquitaia: aiter thys , more aid being 
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ſent, they endeavourcd the gaining of NVor- 
71andy alſo, ; 

The King having now gotten a Fifteenth 
of all Degrees in his Realm, and wreſted 
5000 marks out of London beſides. At the 
next Parliament-at Oxford, by the advice 
Hubert de Bargo, he revoked the great 
Charter by Plea of Infra Eratems : here- 
upon "the Barrons Rebelled threatning to 
drive him out of his Kingdom : and the 


Welſh being then in Rebellion too , the 


King was neceſhttated to conclude a diſho- 
nourable Peace. After this Ambaſſadors 
came from Gaſcoign, Poifta and Norman- 
dy, promiſing thcir aſſiſtance, if the King 
would go in Perſon with an Army thither: 
whereupon he prepared,and the concourſ 
of Nobles and others for the Voyage wat 
10 numerous, that there was not Shippin; 
for halt the Company : whercat the King 
was fo inraged, that he called Hmzbert de 
Burgo Rank old Traytor, becauſe no more 
Ships were prepared, and ran at him 
with his Sword, and being that time pre- 
vented of his Voyage, he took Shipping the 
next ycar, but returned without his expc- 
ation, after he had ſent all his Trea- 
{ure. 
Ano the 15 of the King, upon $S 
Pajls tay fuch an horrible Thunder li; bh 
af 
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ed onthe Cathedral of St. Pax/s Church in 
London, when Roger Niger the Biſhop was 
at Maſs there, that the Church thereby 
was ſo ſhaken as it it would have fallen, 
and after that came ſuch a flaſh of Light- 
ning,that all chePeople thought they ſhould 
have been burnt ; and fo all the People 
({ave the Biſhop and one Deacon) run out 
of the Church, and being aſtonithed fell 
on the Ground, void of underſtanding. 
The Next Ear after, the Monks of Car- 
terbury and the King "choſe Ralph Nevil 
tor Arch-Biſhop there, and atter him a 
ſecond,third and fourth; calling Edmund 
Eads bin; ton, before they could pleaſe 
the Pure, "all being diſtaſtful to him, till 
this Eimnd was choſen.

Now Glendoxr ſtill proceeding in his 
*. Oatrages, Edmund Lord Mortimer went 
againſt him, but with the loſs of about a 
thouſand of his men in the Attempt, and 
his own Liberty to boot, being taken Priſo- 
ner: and afterwards, either for love or 
fear, did marry Glendonr's Daughter, and 
was privy and conſenting to Piercy's Rebel- 
lion, which followed afterwards. 

Abour this time were ſeveral Libels 
diſperſed up and down in Defamation of 
the King, buc the Authors being taken, 
\ | Iulter'd 
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infter'd death, amongſt whom were ſeye- 
ral Grey-Fryers: after the Execution of 
theſe offenders, the King again entered 
Wales, but the cruel Storms there at that 
time forced his return. And the Earl of

ed not long after ; the firſt of them, dif- 
covering himſelt in open Arms, was Lord 
Piercy Hot-Sparr, who made head about 
Cheſt:r, to whom repaired the Earl of 
Worceſter, their intentions being to enter 
the Town of Shrewsbary.

the Earl of Northamberiatd was again 
reſtored to his Poſſeſſions : preſently after 
this, came a Troop of Weſtern men, who 
brought to the King three forein Lords 
and 20 Knights of note, Priſoners from - 
Dartmouth, where they alſo flew the Lord 
of Caitile and ſeveral of his men, which 
Lord formerly had burnt Plimonth, and 
thinking to have done ſo here, was by theſe 
Plebeans put by his purpoſe; for which 
good Service the King gave them ſtore of 
Gold. 

And now the King calling Three Parlia- 
ments,one afccr another, tor Money, could 
get none : the chief Oppoſer was Thomas 
Atowbray Earl Marſhal, who drew Richard 
Scroop Archbiſhop of York into a Conſpi- 
racy againſt the King, and the Earl of 
WeStmerland , pretending to fide with 
them, enſnared them both i his Gin, and 

reſented them to the King , who cauſed 
bs their Heads to be ſtruck oft, although 
Weſtmerland had promiſed them their 
Lives. And now the King began again to + 
purſue the Earl of. Northamberland and 
Lord Bardolf (who were ſuppoſed privy 
to Earl Marſhals Conſpiracy) with an Ar- 
my of 37000 Men, whereupon they fled 
into Scotland: the King feceing this, took 
Barwick,by battering down a Tower in _ ./ 
Wa 
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Wall, with a great Gun , the firſt that was 
uſed in England, and took Alnwick, and 
all-other Caſtles belonging to the Earl of 
Northumberland. And from hence mar- 
ching to Wales, he expected the like good 
Fortune there, but ſuch a ſudded Rage of 
Waters in Wales came fo faſt down upon 
his Army,thathe was forced to return, fo 
Wayjnes laden with Treaſure , and other 
Carriages being deſtroyed by the Rage 
thereot, | 

After this, another Parliament being 
called, they granted a Subſidy, being ra- 
ther wearied with the King's Importunity 
than out of any good Will to him. Anno 
1407. being thenext year after, there was 
{ſo great a. Plague in England, that in ſhort 
{pace it deſtroyed 30000 in London, and 
multitudes el{ewhere in the Realm :- and 
the year after was a great Froſt that held 
1 5 Weeks. 

-All this while Glendoar continuing his 
Rebellion in Wales. The Earl of Nor- 
thumberland and Lord Bardolf leaving 
Wales (int. which they had eſcaped) and 
coming to 1aiſe Forces in the North, were 
met and encountred by Sir Thomas Rook= 
by the Sheriff of York-ſhire, who flew the 
Earl, and gave the Lord Bardo/f awound, 
of which he died, eg 
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Afeer this, the Duke of Burganay ſend- 
wy to the King for Aid againit the Duke 
ot Orleance, had his Requeſt anſiyered: and 
preſently after Orlea;ice ſending for Aid 
againſt Byrgandy, and promiſing greater 
matters than the other , it was grant- 
ed to him alſo, tothe great wonder of ma- 
ny : and now the Lord Hal, Marſhal of 
France, laying a Siege to a certain ſtrong 
place in Gaſcozgn, with other Lords, and 
_ about 4000 Men of Arms, were driven 
from thence by Sir 7ohn Blunt with 300 
Soldiers, and 12 of thePrincipalleft, and 
about 120 Gentlemen were then taken Pri- 
ſoners; but the King lived not_to ſee the 
Fortune and Carriage of theſe Wars. In 
this King's Reign (through Arch-Biſhop 
cArundells Procurenient ) Willsam Saw- 
tree William Swinderby,and WilliamThorp 
ſuftered Martyrdom for their Faith, be- 
ing all worthy Divines. 
This Henry the Fourth was King of E#- 
glandand France,and Lord of Ireland : he 
was the eldeſt Son of Fobn of Gaunt Duke 
of Lancaſter,by Blaunch his Wite, Daugh- 
ter and Heir to Henry Plantaginet Duke 
of Lancaſter (Son to Edmund Sir-named 
(rouch-back) he began his Reign on ſun- 
day the 29 day of September, Ain 1399,

And ſo the King embarked for France, 
and landed near Harflew, commanding 
his Army that they ſhould do no violence 
to Churches, Church-men , Women or 
Children; and ſo adyanced towards the 
Town, and laid Sicge toit, which ſhortly 
after was yielded to him, and he turned 
out the French,and Peopled the Town with 
Engliſh Artizans; from hence he march- 
ed with 2000 Horſe and 13000 Foot, 
through the Countries of Caux and Ewe 
towards Calls: but finding fo many Ob- 
ſtacles in his way (the French having pla- 

c 
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ſhed Woods, pulled down Bridges,and car- 
ried all Vicuals out of the Country where 
he intended to paſs ) and his Soldiers 
growing ſick and faint for want of Victuals, 
he therefore reſolved to march back to 
Calls. 
The Frenchupon this Advantage think- 
ing to ſurprize the King, near Az 
Court pitched their Banner Royal , their 
\-Hoſt conſiſting of 150000 Horſe, and 
10000 Men at Arms, Princes, Noble- 
men and Knights. King Henry confide- 
ring the faintneſs of his Soldiers through 
want of ViQuals , ( and that the French

And now after ſeverai Changeable Suc- 
cclles in France,at length the Regent dyed, 
the news of whoſe dcath coming to Eng- 
land, Richard Duke of York was ſent Re- 
gent, but Parzs was loſt vefore his Arrival 
in France: and after ſeveral Skir- 
iniſhes with the Engliſh, the French pro- 
ceeded to beliege Callis, to which place 
the new Regent drew his Army, but King 
Henry hearing hereof, and tearing the 
worſt, ſent the Protector with a great 


Fleet againſt the French ; at whoſe ap= 


proach they all ran away, and ſo the Pro- 
tegor Settling the State of Calls, return- 
ed with great bonour. But this new Re- 

ent,pertorminsg little or nothing inFrante, 
be Returned for England; and Richard

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Earl of Warwick went in hisplace : but, he 
after a ſhort ſpace dying,the Duke of York 
went again,and,at his Return into France, 
proflered ſeveral times to fight the French 
King, who never durſt undertake to joyn 
Battel with him. Not long after this the 
Dake of Orleance was for at Liberty 
who had been Priſoner ever ſince the Bat- 
telat Azin Court, which was above 26 
yeares before , his Ranſom was 300000 
Crowns, the Protetor was much againſt

Now the Affairs ſtill various in France,

for [reland, to {till the r:;ſþ Commotions 
there,which he quickly eftected,and there 
layd the foundation of his firſt plots. In 
mean time Somerſet Regent in France loſt 
all, which unhappy News coming to Ex- 
gland, it cauſed ſeveral to look fleightly at 
the Queen, but eſpecially at Suffolk, a- 
gain{t whom ſeveral Articles were exhibi- 
ted by the Lower-houſe of Parliament, 
whereupon he was linpriſoned in the 


Tower, but ſhortly after was again re- 
{tored to his Liberty.

And now the Duke of York ſhortly after - 
procured Adam Mollins the Biſhop of 
{ #icheſter Keeper of the Privy Seal, ( ano- 
ther Pillar of the Kingdom ) to be Mur- 
thered by the Seamen at Portſmouth. 

Not long after one Thane alias Blew- 
beard , aFaller of Canterbary , attempt- 
ing to raiſe ſome forces in the Duke of 
York's behalf, miſcarried in his Enterprize, 
and was taken, hanged and quartered, And 
another Parliament being called ( and the 
Commons wiſhing well te theDuke of Yor 
they again accuſe the Duke of Szffolk, and 
now obtained of the King Sentence of his 
Bamiſhment for five years, who being upon 
the Seas,intending his baniſhed Voyage,was 
taken, and in Dover Road had his Head 
Chopped off on the fide of a Cock.

After this the Biſhop of Salisbury was 
Marthered by his own Tenants, and Lord 
Say Treaſure of England, and his Son in.

to the King, deſiring him to deliver up to 
him ſuch perſons as he would name, to 
which the King -returned Anſwer that he 
and his adherents were all Traytors: ſo 
the Yorkiſts aſſailed the Town, and flew 
48. Nobles , Knights and Efſquires, a- 
mongſ, 
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monelſt whom were the Earls of Somerſet, 
Northumberland and Stafford, and 5000 
Common Soldiers, and - wounded the 
King in the neck with an Arrow, ſo he 
was taken Priſoner. 

The next day the Dake of York and 
Earls of Salisbary and Warwick marched 
to £0140 with the King, and in his name 
ſummaned a Parliament, by whoſe Au- 
thority the Duke of York was eſtabliſhed 
ProteQor of England, Salubury Lord 
Chancelor, and Warwick Captain of (al- 
[;s: but it was not long betore they were a+ 
gain diſplaced, 

The French by reaſon of theſe inteſtine 
Broils took their Advantage, making ſe- 
veral inroads onthe Coaſts of England, kil- 
ing the Mayor Bayiitts and ſeveral other 
Officers of Sandwich, and burnt Foway, .

place the Lords that fled from Barnet  re- 
paired, who comforted the Queens heart 
with tuture hopes : here forces repairing 
to them they flye from place to place, and 
atlength fought King Edward at Texxsbury 
where three or four of the Chict of them, 


as the Earl of Devonſhire and Somerſets 


Brother were flain, and. 3009 men beſides: 
and Prince Edward heir to Henry was

And ſhortly after King Z7enry was ftab-

Thomas Burdet Eſq; and killing ſtore of 
Deer, among the reſt a white Buck was 
killed, which Mr. Bardet hearing of, he 
weſhed the horns in his betty that Conncel- 
led tne King to kill him: ; for which words. 
he was beheaded at Tibarn,

His King was never Crowned, for at 

the very firſt, his Uncle, the Duke of 
Gloceſter, began to think of depoſing him, 
drawing to his fide the Duke of Backing- 
ham and Lord Haſtings,they reſolve forth- 
with to remove all the. Queen's Friends 
from the King, and to compaſs their De- 
fign, they perſvade the Queen that her 
fonthe King might come to London to his

made bold,in the King's preſence, to arrelt 
rhe Lord -Richard Woedvile, Sir Richard 
Grey,and Sir Thomas Wazham, and carricd 
the King and all his company back to Nor- 
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Pampton, there diſplacing ſuch of his Ser= | 


vants as they thought fit ; and putting 
others { whom they pleaſed Yin their 
places. Os R 

Having thus far proceeded in their De- 
ſign, the perfidious Duke of Gloxceſter 


* took upon hiinſelf the Order and Govern- 


ance of the young King, ,and ſent Lord 
Richard Woodvile, and the other two 

Knights to Pontefratt Caltle in York-ſhire, 
where in Concluſion they were .beheaded. 
The Qacen, having notice of theſe proceed- 
ings, becook her ſelf with her Children to _ 
Sanctuary in Weſtminſter, where ſhortly 

after the Arch-B:ſhop of York then Lord 

Chancelour, delivered her the Great Seal , 

bur afrerwards conſidering of the Dan-

And now the Dukes of Gloxceſter and. 
Buckingham coming to London with the 
King, his Majeſty was received with great 
Joy, and lodged in the Biſhop's Pallace_ 
where all the Lords were fyorn to him, 
and there the {ubtile Duke ofGloxceſter be 


| haved himſelf fo reverently towards the 


King, that the next Council he was choſen 
Prorector. At this Council the Arch- 
Biſhop of York was reproved for . his for-

the Proteor comes in amongſt them, 
{ceming to be very merry, excuſing him- 
ſelf that he had been ſo long from them, 
and deſired to withdraw a little : and a- 
bout 2 hours after he came in with a ſow- 
er and frowning Countenance, and took his 
place, and after a while he thus ſpake : 

' What are they worthy of (faith he) that

Surely they would not do ſo, but the 
Protector anſivered, and faid, 7 tell thee, 
they have done ſo, and that © will make 
good on thy Body, Fraytor:: and ſo giving 
a clap on the Table with his hand, in ' 
Came as many men in Harneſs as the Room 


would 
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would hold, and all the Lords were con= 
veyed ſome to one Room and ſome to ano 
ther, andthe Lord Haſtings within three 
hours after was beheaded on a Log before: 
the Chappel Door ig the Tower. 

. And now ſending for ſeveral able Citi- 
zens into the Tower after Dinner, he pre- 
tended to them that the Lord Haſtings 
would have deſtroyed him and the Duke of . 
Buckingham , and ſo diſmiſſed the Citi- 
zens, and cauſed Proclamation to be made 
of the Lord Haſtings Treaſon; 

And not long after the Sherifls of Lon-. 
don were ſent to ſeize of Fane Shoars goods; - 
which amounted to 300 marks, and ſhe 
afterward was forced to do Pennance tg 
her great ſhame : and now the ProteQor 
{ought to ſtrike whileſt the Iron was hot, 
and ſo ſent for the Lord Mayor Edmund 
Shaw, and made him acquainted with the 
Deſign, who in hopes of Honour promi- 
ded to dray the Citizens that way : and

Theſe things being thus bruited abroad 
the Duke of Backingoqm ſhortly after re- 
paired to Guild-Ha]l in London, to which: 
place the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mons of the City were come, where he 
made a Learned Apology to them for the 
Ele&ion of Richard Protector to be. 
King: the People hereat were all mute and 
anſered not one word, but being asked 
thrice of their Opinions herein, and in a' 
manner threatned ro it, at length they 
drew down into the Hall, an4 began to 
whiſper among themſelves, at waich in- 
ſtant a great Company of Apprentices and 
the Dakes Servants prepare for the pur= 
poſe, ruſhed in at their Backs , Crying 
King Richard: and hereupon it was con- 
cluded to. be the Cry of the whiſpering Ct- 
tizens, and fo the Aſſembly being difmiſ- 
ſed for thistime, they were all required 
to mcet Buckinrham the next day at Bay- 
vards Caſtle in Thames-Street , at which 
place the Protector then Ladged ; and _ :

CHAP. XXVII. 


Of King Richard the Third, 


Reſently after his EleQtion, as is ſhew- 

ed before, a Parliament: was called, 

and he thereby confirmed King, and the 
Crown intailed upon him and his Heirs , 
and Prince Edward his Son made Heir 
apparent ; but againſt his Coronation. 
(guilty Conſciences accuſing themſelvesY: 


Poe PP) 
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he being ſtill in-Fear, h2 fent for five 
thouſand Soldiers out of the North, under 
the Command of Robert of Ridſdale, to 
come uv to London : and before his Coro- 
nation(which was very glorious) he fet at 
Liberty the Arch-Biſhop of York and the 
Lord Stanly , but continued Biſhop Afor-- 
zon's Impriſonment , whereupon. the Uni- 
verſity of Oxford ſending a Letter to the 
King in Biſhop Adortons behalf, he was 
thereupon Theect to the Duke of Back- 
ingham , who ſent him to his Caſtle of 
Brecknock in Wales, and after the Coro- 
nation was over, the King took his Progrefs 
to Gloxcefter : and from thence ſent a 
Letter by one fohn Green to Sir Robert 
Brackenbury Lieutenant of the Tower to 
deitroy the two young Princes, who dete- 
ſting ſo foul a Murther, Sir fames Tirrel 
a Man of ſmall eſtate, ( for what will not 
Wealth and Honour prompt a man to ) 
being promiſed great things by the King, 
undertook the Murther, and for executi- 
on thereof, he imployed two Bloody Varlets 
who about Midnight ſmothered the two 
Innocent Princes with pillows and the tea- 
ther-bed. But God's Judgments attended 
theſe murderers : and the King's mind ever | 
after was fill'd with Horror and Fear, ha- 
Ling yis hand conſtantly op his Dagger.” .

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And now the Duke of Backingham be- 
gan to diſlike the King, for he had denied 
_ the. Duke the Earldom of Hartford, which 
was promiſed by Richard before he got 
the Crown: whereupon the Duke(of whoſe 
Intentions Biſhop Aforton was privy ) ne- 
ver came to the Court, but ſeeking how 
to depofe him ( whoſe main Inſtrument ' 
he was in exalting ) to bring this buſineſs 
to. efteft, a Marriage was propounded by. 
him, and follicited afterwards by others, 
to the Queen and the Counteſs of Rich- 
20nd, between. Henry Earl of Richmond, 
Heir to the Houſe of Lancaſter, and E- 
lizabeth the Queens eldeſt Daughter, Heir 
to: the Houſe of York, which match was 
well reſented by all parties, for hereby 
the Houſes of Lancaſter and York being 
United, the Quarrel in which ſo much 
Blood had been ſpilt would beended. - 

Upon this Account Biſhop Aorton

Amity with Maximilian the Emperour,

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Princes, and then failed for France,where 
he took Terwin ane Toxrnay by Siege, and 
then, Winter approaching, he returned for, | 
England, firit making Thomas Wolſey 
Bithop of Toxrnay, and afterward of Lin-, 
coln, York, Wincheſter, Bath, Worceſter, 
Hereford. ES 
Now during the Siege at Terwin. the 
Scots under the Command of their King 
7ames the Fourth ( Henry's Brother in 
Law) entered the Borders of England, 
pretending Truce broken (by the killing of 
Andrew Barton the Scotch Pirate) againit 
whom the Lord ZowardEarl of Sxry Lord 
Lieutenant of the North went with an 
Army, towhom joyned his Son, the Lord 
Admiral,and theſe at FloddenField fought 
the Scots, and gave thema great Over- 
throw, killing the King, three Biſhops, two 
Abbots,twelve Earls, and ſeyenteen Lords 
and Knights, befides a great number of 
Gentlemen, and about 8000 Soldiers,and 
almoſt as many taken priſoners.

And now the King ſent an Army un- 
der the Command of Charles Brandon 
Duke Szffolk into France: who after {ever- 

ral places won,and Winter approaching,re- 
turned hohcurably for England, but the 
Duke of Al#any and the Lord Lieutenant 
of the North being ſtill at variance, at the 
Mediation cf Margaret Queen ct Scot— 
land King Henrys Siſter, together with 
Wolſeys working with the King, at length 
Peace was concluded for a time both with 
Scotland and Frazce: after this ſeyeral 
 Commotions roſe amcngſt the Commons 
about the payment of tze Subſide, which 
when the King heard, he pardcned the 
Offenders, and remitted the payment of. 
the Subſidy: and now Wolſey began to 

_ alienate the King's heart from the Em- 
pear, and cauſed him.to with-hold Pay 

_. from the Duke of Bxrbon, which was the 
TE cauſe of the French King's Captivity, of 
Burbon's March to Reme,wherc he entered 
the City in one day, and cauſed Pope... 
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(lement, and 23 Cardinalls to take the 
Caſtle of Angelo for their Refuge, where 
they were ( maugre all the puſhes of the 
Pope's Leaden Bulls, and Curſes with Bell 
Book and Candle-light ) beſieged fix 
Moneths : for which offence the Duke of 
Burbon, in the Parliament of France, was 
condemned of Treaſon. 

And during theſe Broyles at Rome, 
there aroſe great Troubles in [reland,but 
they werequickly laid again by Thomas 
Lord Howard Earl of Surry Lord Lienten- 
nant of that Kingdom, who being recalled 
into England upon ſome other Service, the 
Earl of Of:ry was made Deputy : and 
| ſhortly after, being diſplaced, K:/der fuc- 
ceeded him, againſt whom Wolſey was a 
 ſrong- Enemy , he thereby gained the 
King's diſpleaſure for his malepartnefs 
therein. | 

The year 1527 fell ſuch abundance cf

_, inthoſedays)uch SarisfaGtion in this point, 
fothatnone of the Pope's Diſputants durſt

payment to Roxze.: and further, the King's 
Marriage with the Lady (atverine of SP. 
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by the {aid Parliament was Diflolved. 
Upon theſe proceedings in England,the 
Pope cauſed his Curſe to be {ſetup at Dan- 
kirkin Flanders againſt the King,and pro- 
nounced the Marriage Lawful,but the King 
regarded it not;for hereby the Pope loſt his 
Supremancy in England,andBiſhop Fiſher 
and Sir Thomas Moore their Heads for 
ſtanding for it. | 
And now the King married the Lady Arm 
Ballin Daughter to Viſcount Rochford, 
which Lady was accounted a&' Latheran;and 
CardinalWolſey for his diſlike of thisMarri- 
age,andAdjourning of theCourrt,as is before _ 
ſhewed;fell into the Kings Diſpleaſure;andÞ - 
ſeveralArticles being exhibited againſt him 
inParlament, as that he uſed to write in his 
Letters,] and my King,and had cauſed the 
Cardinals Cap to be ſtamped on the Kings 
* Coyn, and ſeveral other grand Offences. 
hereupon he loft all-his Dignities ; and his: 
Houſe and Furniture were ſeized; andthe 
Earl of Northumberland was ſent to bring 
him up to anſwer his Charge,who took him 
at Cawood Caſtle, about ſeven miles from 
York ; andas he was on his Journy to Lon- 
aon, at Leiceſter Abby, he ended his dayes,

any of the Six Articles following : as,

Upon the denial of theſe ſix Articles 
ſeveral People ſuffercd the Flames. 

Anno 1541. The King took upon him 
the Title of King of Ireland: and the fame 
year ſent an Army againſt the Scors,under 
the Command of the Duke of Norfe!z,who 
when he came to Fight the Scors they wil- 
lingly loſt the day, and ſuftered themlelves * 
to be taken Priſoners,out of diſdain to their 
Leader Olver St.Clere , for gricf whereot 
their King 7ames __ fifth dyed, there was 
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at this time 21 men of Account taken Pri- 
ſoners and committed to the Tower of Z:n- 
don, but ſhortly after theſe Priſoners were 
releaſed again, and a Peace for 10 years 
concluded, upon the promiſe of.a Marriage 
with the Lady Afary King Fames his only 
Child,and Prigce Edward, Henry'sSon and 
Heir, afterwards King,by the name of Ed- 
ward the fixt: but the Pope and the French 
diſivading the Scots from this Marriage, 


King Henry thereupon made War againſt 


both Nations, and took Bxlloyn in France, 


. - for the Redemption whereof and conclu- 
tion of Peace,the French were to pay him in 


Eight years ſpace 800000 Crownes :' and 
during theſe proceedings in France, the 
King's Army did much harm to the Scots 
by burning Edenbrough, and waſting the

This Henry the Eight was-King of Eng- 
land, France and Ireland : he was Second 
Son of King Henry the Seventh by Eliza- 
beth his Queen, eldeſt Daughter to King 
Edward the Fourth :. His Reign began on. 
Sunday the 22. day of e 4pril, eAn9 1509, 
He reigned.37 years, 9- months and 6 


days, and was the qo fole Monarch of £ng- 
land, He died on Thurſday the 28 day 
of 7anuary, eAnmo 1546, beinginthe 38 
year of his Reign, and 56 of his Age, his.

Of King Edward the S;xth. 


H* was Crowned at Weſtminſter, being 
A. 4 about nine years old , and at his 
firſt entrance took Care to ſettle Soul-ſa- 
ving Miniſters among his Subje&s; and as 
He took care for the Church, fo the Lord 
Seymer Duke of Somerſer (the King's Un- 
cle) was as buſie in managing the State 
Afﬀairs of the Realm ; and thereupon went 
into Scotland to proſecute the Marriage 
with the Lady Mary Queen of Scotland, 
and at Barw:ck declaring his Intentions, | 
the Governour of Scotland thereupon ſent | 
the Fire-Croſs through the Realm, requi- 
ring all Perſons of ability of body to meet 
at Anskelbrough, where they were fought 
by the Engliſh, and received a great Over- 
throw, 9 of their Nobles and about 10000 
of their Soldiers being flain : and whileſt 
theſe things were in Action the Lady a- 
ry was conveyed into France, there to be 
married tothe Daxphin.

nority, returning from Scot/and, a Par- 
liament was then called, wherein it was 
EnaQRed that the Statute of the 6 Articles 
in Henry the Eights time, and thoſe of 
Richard the Second, and Henry the Fifth 
for ſuppreſſion of the Scriptures i £ngh;/ 
ſhould be all repealed; and Images - all 
thrown out of the Churches throughout the 
Realm, and the Church Service to be read 
in Engliſh, and the Sacrament exhibited 
in both kinds ; and the other old Ceremo- 
nies were aboliſhed; and all thoſe that 
made oppoſition were cither impriſcncd, 
or deprived of their places. Hereupon 
Tumults arcſe in Devonſhire and Corn- 
wal doing much harm, eſpecially to the 
City of Exceter, which Ciry for its Loy- 
alty had the Mannour of Exilond, not 
long after, beſtowed upon it by the King, 
and Pardon was granted to the Rebels; 
yet notwithſtanding they perſiſted in their 
Rebellion ; and 4 times being fought by 
the Lord Rx/el, and each time worſted, 
yet they ſtill made head again, till at 
length their Ring-Leaders were taken and 


'Executed. 


Atthis time alſo the Mayor cf Bodmyn 
was Hanged, and a Miilers Man who took 
upon him his Maiter's na me and cauſe, 

' 
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when ſceirghi nſelt likely to ſuffer for it, 
 thencryecou:, That he was but the Mil- 
ler's Man: well,faid Sir Anthony Kingſton, 
Thou canſt never do thy Maſter better 
Service than to hang for him. 
No ſooner were theſeTroubles quelled, 
but one Robert Ket moved about 20000 
Commons in Norfolk to a Rebellion, ta- 
king the City of Norwich, in which place 
the Lord Dzaly ſhortly after cauſed 60 of 
them to be executed, and afterwards over-- 
threw their Army, and took Ket their | 
Leader, who was hanged up in Chains up- 
on the Top of the Caltie of Norwich, and 
9 of his Companions hanged in the Oak of. 
Reformation, a'Tree in which Ker uſed to 
ſit asJudgeto derermine of their intended 
Reformation and Proceedings: the great 
occaiion of theſe Commotions in ſeveral 
Counties in England was againſt Inclo- 
ſures, and taking up of waſt Grounds,which 
was then coming into Faſhion, for they 
diſparked a great many Parks and other 
incloſed Grounds, whereupon ſeyeral of, 
them were lain in the Quarrel, the Ple-| 
beans alſo at Seymer near Scarborough in 
York-ſh:re , roſe allo under the Condu&t 
one Witliam Ombler a Yeoman there, Tho- 
745 Dale a Pariſh Clerk,and cne Srephen- 
ſonche Poſt, but the King ſending down 
| his 
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his Pardon, the Commons left their Lea- 
der, to be led to York where they were 
Executed. 

But now began greater Sorrows , for 
the King's two Uncles the Lord Prote&or 
and Lord Admiral falling at Variance a- 
bout their Wives, who ſhould take place, it 
proved unlucky to them both,for the Lord 
Admiral was atterwards-attainted of ſome 
Treaſonable Articles ( as was ſuppoſed 
by his Brother the Protecor's procure- 
ment.) and was beheaded at Tower-hill , 
and not many years after the *ProteQor 
himſelf ( being fallen into diſlike among 
the Lords ) at the ſame place received the 
ſame Doom: and during theſe unhappy 
proceedings, the Engliſh were quite dri- 
ven out of Scotland, and the French had 
ſought to recover Bullo;n,but they were ſo 
bravely withſtood by vallor of one Carter 
an Engl:ſh S51dier, that 1 5 Waggons went 
loaded away with their flain : and they af- 
terwards, attempting the Iflands of Gern- 
ſie and Ferſie, they were there alſo forced 
to. deliſt, with the loſs of a thouſand 
men. 

And now the King's Death began to 
approach, he having taken the Death of 
the Proteor his Uncle to Heart ; and be- 
fore he died he ordained the Lady faze,

Of King James, 


H E was Crowned at Weſtminſter by 
Dr. Whiteguift, Arch Biſhop of Can- 
rerbury, at ,which time all people of 
the City of London were forbidden to re- 
pairethither, by reaſon of the then raging 
Plague among them ; there dying that 
year in London and the out-Liberrys305 78 
perſons of the fame diſeaſe : he continued 
Religion as it was begun in Queen El:z4- 
beth"s days, and caufed the Bible to be tru- 
ly Tranſlated according to the Original : 
at his Entrance to the Kingdom, Plots were 
contrived for the deſtroying of his 
perſon, and his Eldeſt Son Prince Hevry; 
© change Religion, to raiſe Tumults and 
Re te 
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let in Strangers, but they. were happily 


diſcovered, and ſome of the R ing-leaders 


- apprehended, and put to death: ſome 


adjudged to perpetual Imprifonment, 
and ſome pardoned. 

An. 1603. one fohn Lepton of Repwick. 
Eſquire in the County of York, undertook 
to Ride 5 ſeveral times betwixt London and 


_ Yorkin fix days, to be taken in one week, 


between Monday morning and Satwraay 
night: and began his Journy Monday 
Morning the 20 of ay, and finiſhed his 
Journy on Friday after, tothe great Ad- 
miration of all men. 

Two years after, towit,{nn0 1605, one 
William Calverly of Calverly in the Coun- 
ty of Jerk Eſquire, murthered two of his 
own Children at home at his 6wn houſe, 
then Stabbed his Wife into the Body, with 
full Intent to have killed her, and: then 
went out with Intention to have killed his 
Child at nurſe,but was prevented : he was 
Preſled to death at York for this murther, 
becauſe he ſtood Mute and would not 
plead.

and other things for doing Execution under -

Deſign was hapily diſcovered by a Letter 
fent- to the Lord Zſoxnteagle fon to the 
Lord Morley, by fome of the Conſpira- 
tors, wherein they wiſhed him to ſtay his 
eAppearance from the Houſe the firſt day 
of the ſitting : this Letter being Commu- 
nicated and ſhewnto ſeveral of the Nobili- 
ty, they could not fathom the , depth of 
the dark meaning thereof, but at length 
being ſhewn to the King, he preſently 
conjeured that the Plot was to blow up 


the Houſe with Gunpowder;and fo,narrow 


Search being made, it was happyly found 


out , and the Conſpirators diſcovered: . 


who were ſome of them ſhot to death (to 
wit, Percy and (atesby ) for diſdaining to 
be taken, others of them were flain by 
Gunpowder which they had drying by the 
Fire , and Sir Everard Digby, the two 
Wrights, Fohn and Chriſtopher., Fawkes, 
Graunt, Winter, Boits, and Keyes, were 


Hanged 
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Hanged, Drawn and Quartered for being 
chief Adors in this Plot, 

Atter this ſtorm was over, the Faces of 
more troubles appeared through the Inſur- 
re&ions of Fines and Rainolds, in North- 
amptonſhire and Warwick-ſhire , but this 
Hame quickly vaniſhed into Smoak. 

About this time the Lady Elizabeth 
the King's Daughter was married to Fre- 
derick Count EleQor Palatine. The Joyes 
of their Nuprtial were ſhortly after over- 
ſhadowed with clouds of ſorrow , which 
enſued upon the death of Prince Henry, 
which happned e£no 1611, his death was 
ſuppoſed to be ſomething untimely, but 
his DoGers gave SatisfaCion herein, that 
ir was by Courſe of: Nature, and not by 
Poyſon as was ſuſpected. 

And now Charles the King's Second Son 
(afterwards King) ſucceeded his Brother 
in the Principallity of Wales : about this 
time Sir Walter Rawleigh was releaſed, 
intending to vifit the new tound World,and 
many Gentlemen took their fortunes with 
him : but unhappily in his Voyage burn- 
ing St. Themes, it ſhortly after coſt him 
his Life, for Intelligence being given to 
( ondibert then Embaſlador in England, 
he never left preſſing the King for Repara- 
tion : hereupon Sir Walter as ſoon as he 
ns came 
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came to Plymouth was apprehehded by Sir 
Lewis Stuckly, and was brought tryed and 
_ condemned in the ' Kings Bench, and the 
_ Morning after his Tryal was Behead-. 

And about this time the King being very 
. Sick,he happily Recovered again, but his 
Loving and vertuous Queen Ann dyed: 
AAnno 1618. 

After thisthe King made a Motion of 
Marriage for his Son Charles Prince of 
Wales with the King of Spains Daughter; 
thinking thereby to gain opportunity ot 
helping his Son in Law, who having been 
lately choſen by ſome of the German Prin- 
ces King of Bohemia, was afterwards upon 
fome diſtaſt driven out of Bahemiaby the: 
Emperor, and afterwards out of all Ger- 
2:any,and remained at this time in Hollana, 
being a Refuge for all diſtreſſed people. 

To eitef this marriage, the Prince with 
_ the Duke of | Buckingham went for Spain, 
where ſeeing the Marriage with himſelt' 
and the Lady aria the Infanta of Spain 
procraſtinated and delaid, left the Court 
and Returned for England. 

Anno 1623, The Plantations in the [z- 
aies were ſettled in this Kings time.; -he 
was a very learned King, as appears by 
tis Works now in print : he was an henett- 
_ Farhee 
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Father to his Childern, worthy of his wife; 
and good to his ſubjecs,and a great defirer 
of Peace, whoſe Motto was Beats Pacifici, 
. andas he deſired Peace fo he dyed in 
Peace. 

Thisf.ames was King of England,Scotlaud, 
France and Ireland , he was Son to Henry 
Stuart Lord Darly, who was Grand Child 
.to Lady Margaret eldeſtDaughter to King 

Henry the VII of England, by her Second 
Husband : and his Mother was ary 
Queen of Scotland, who was Grand Child 
alſo ro Lady Margaret by her firſt Huſ- 
band 7ames the fourth King of Scotland ; 
{o that the ſaid Lady Margaret was great 
Grand-mother to King 7ames both by Fa- 
_ therand Mothers fide. He began his Reign 
on Wedneſday the 24 day of March, Anno 
1602.Reigned 22 years and 3 days,and was 
the 44 Sole Monarch of Englaxd.He dyed 
of the Spleen on Saturday the 27 day of 
March, Anno 162 5.being in the 23 year cf 
his Reign, and nine and fiftieth year of his 
Age: his Body was buried at Weſtminſter,

} the Court, being ſeveral times brought 
before them; and urged thereunto ; jat 
| lengthupon the 27 day of fannary, An- 
n0 1648. They pronounced Sentence a- 
gainſt him;That he,the ſaid Charles Stew- 
art was faln:from all Dignity, was guilty 
of High-Tytaſon, and was to be put to 
Death, by ſevering his Head from his Bo- 
- dy, for being a Tyrant, a Murtherer, aud 
an Enemy to the Common-wealth ; the 
Sentence being read, the Court ſtood up in 
Confirmation of. it, as the Aa and Re- 
ſolution of the whole Court; and the 
King offering to ſpeak fomething, the 
Prefident would not permit him, but 
Commanded him to be carried away, and 
conveyed to Whitehall. 
And now this Wicked Sentence thus

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Pronounced, they ſhortly after proceeded: 
't Execution, although the Holand Em-

This ('barles the Firſt was King of Eng- 
laud, Scotland, France and Ireland : he 
was the Second Son of King fames by 
Ann his Queen, who was Daughter to 
Frederick the Second King, of Denmark, 
and Norwigia: He began his Reign on S4- 
turday the 27 day of March, eAnno 1652 
reigned 2.3 years, 10 months, and z days, 
and was the 45 ſole Monarch of England :

The King's Army now in England cat- 
ryed themſelves very civilly , yet for all 
that, the People were ſo Leinted, that 
they came very flowly into his Aſſiſtance, 
for few or none came during this tedious 
march;{aving the Lore Howard'sSon of E- 
ftrich with a Troop of Horſe ; and now 
Lambert with his Men having been guided

the River upon their Horfe-backs, taking 
their Piſtols out of the Holſters and car- 
rying them in their hands to ſave them 
trom wet: and this Attempt was princi- 
pally undertaken for ſaving the Lives of 
40 or 5o deſperate Fellows who had got 0- 
ver the Bridge upon a pole of Wood, and 
were forced into theChurch cloſe nigh the 
Bridg, by Major General 24af's men, 
where they had all been cut oft, if the 
Troopers had not ſwum the River, who 
thereby not only faved the ſaid men, but 
alfo put Major General Mafſy and his

and fo valiantly charged Cromwell's Lite 
Guard, that they were forced to retire, till . 
ſeconded by freſh Forces, and then they

' King had his Horſe twice ſhot under him, 
and not able to rally again, they were for- 
ced to fly into the Town ; where the Crom- 
wellian party entered pell mel] with them, 
and then the Cry went, Save the King, 
Save the King : And now the King, ſeeing 
all gone, with fome Nobles and Scr- 
vyants,with much difficulty, got away ; and 
coming to a Farmers Houſe in the Borders 
of Staffordſhire , there he diſrobed him- 
ſelf, and for want of a pair of Scitfars 
had his Hair cut off with - a Knife ; and £- 
he, with the Company of one Friend ( who 
brought him Proviſion towards Night) be- 
took himfelt' into a Wood, about 4 miles © 
from Woolverhampton, where he made an 
Oat his Pallace, and the Soldiers all this 
while were- hunting about, like Blood- 
hounds for the King, a Thouſand pound 
being the promiſed Reward of thoſ2 that 
could take him. But ſome few dayes after 
he was conveyed to the Houſe of one 
Mris ane Lane, who proved a faithful 
and loyal Sabjc& to him, and was a chief 
Inſtrument in his conveyance beyond Seas; 
which after many Dangers paſt , he at 
length attained, landing at new-Haven in 
France.

 lours in Weminfter-Hall:; and not long 
after this the Earl of Derby was beheaded 
at Bolton in Lancaſhire. 

And now the King being ſafely gotten 
to Pars; from thence after a while the 
King removed to St. Germains 7 did 
confer_with the Duke of Lorrain for the 
recovery of his Kingdom of Lreland, - but 
it came tonothing ; ſo the King returning 
again to Parzs : during his abode there, 
his Brother the Duke of Gloxceſter ( who 
had a long time been detained by the 
Parliament of England inthe Hle of Wight) 
came to viſit him, accompanied from the 
Hague with Sir JMarmaduke Langaale 
and Sir Richard Greenvile. 

And not long after, his Q#andam Pre- 
ſerver Mris ane Lane being eſcaped out 
of England arrived in France , and ſent 
Letters to his Majeſty , certifying him 
of her Arrival, who preſently ſent 
Coaches to condud her to Part, where his 
Majeſty gave her a large demonſtration of 
his Princely Favour and Bounty. 

Now whil{t the King was paſling away 

_biscime thus in France ; in the mean time 
Olrwver | 
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Oliver Cromwel the 20 of April 1653 
diſſolved the long-lived Parliament, which 
had fate twelve years, fix months and ſe- 
venteen days, and in derifion, they were” 
cryed abour the Streets, Parliament men 
Four apeny. 

And in this year, and the year preceed-- 
ing, were five bloody Ingagements at Sea 
between the Engliſh and the Datch : after 
the long Paritamentdifſolved, Oliver cal--- 
led another fx#nto, who after they had: 
fate fome ſmall rime to little purpoſe, _ 
they reſigned up their Power again into his : 
hand from whom: they received it. 

And now, avout the-16-of December, 
eAnno 1653, Oliver Cromwel was ſwan 
Lord Protector of England, Scotland and 
Treland, &c. and fo the Government w. s:: 
now again in a fingle Perfon,againſt which 
they had all ſworn; and -in e4pr/ atter 
the. Protector concluded a Peace with the 
Datch , whoſe Aid and Atiſtance the 
King had ſtrongly follicited againſt him. 

The King ſeeing this,he {ought a Recon=- 
ciliation between France and Spain, hoping: 
thereby ro further his own Inrereit;he letc 
Fraice, and departed for . Germany, ac- 
companied with his Cofin Prince Rypert, 

taking his firit Reſidence at the Spa, whi- 
ther hisRoyal Sitter the Princcis ct Or.:2ge 

K -F | Came. 
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came to viſit him ; now during theſe paſ- 
ſages Oliver Protector had diſcovered a 
Plot in England againſt his Authority : and 
ſome of the Plotters were taken, and two 
of them, viz. Collonel Gerrard and Mr, 
Vowel ſuflered Death: Indeed the Prote- 
Qor had a cunning way in diſcovering of 
Plots, for he had his Inveaglers in ſeveral _ 
parts of England, who feigned themſelves 

great Fayourers of the King's Cauſe, prickt 
Gentlemen on into Conſpiracies againſt 
the Prote&or, and when they were come 
to any head, and that the chief were inrol- 
led,and ſworn, and the day appointed for 
putting their Intentions in Execution, then 
torthwith were they diſcovered to the U- 
ſurper ; and ſo their Eftates became Preys 
to his Cofters, and their Perſons to his 
Mercy, which was but ſmall, their heads 
being uſually their ranſoms to this man of 
Might : upon which account ſeveral wor- 
thy Gentlemen loſt their Lives, for no. 
man could ſay,his Life was his own,if once 
. Oliver did but frown upon him, for his 
Will was his Law, and this bis Rue, 
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Sic volo, ſic juveo, ſtat pro Ratione vo- 
lantas :

Great indeed was the Awe the People- 
ſtood in during his Uſurped Authority, 
for he carried MAGNA CHAR- 
T A in his Sword-Hilr, and the Peoples: 
Liberty in his well tempered: Blade : and 
now they began to ſtir in Scotland. again, 
and the Earl of Glencarn, Menro. and: 
Aiaadleton having gotten.. lome_ Forces to- 
gether, intended again to have proſecuted 
the King's Cauſe, but they were routed by 
General Monk and, Collonel organ, 

. Daring theſe Stirs his Majelty in the- 
Company of. tis Royal Siſter had. left the 
Spaw, and taken his Journy. to Collen , 
where he and his Siſter. were Royally en- 
tcrtained :. and ſhortly after they were In- 
vited by. the Duke. of Newburgh to his. 
Pallace at Danſe! Dorf, where they were 
 Nobly Feaſted ; and here the King and 
his Sifter parted, ſhe returning for Hol- 
land, and his Majeſty to Coles. 
OE. ' During 
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During theſe paſſages. the ProteQor 
diſcovered another plot, which ſhould have 
been a general Riſing all over England, 
whereupon ſeveral were taken and execu- 
red and abundarice traniported beyond 
Seas, and {old for Slaves. 

And now the King, with his Brother the 
Duke of Gloxceſter,and his Royal Siſter the 
Princeſs of Orange, with feveral other 
Lords and Ladys took their Progreſs to 
ſee the Fair at Franckford, and at (on- 
ningſtein near Franckford,Chriſtina Queen 
of Sweeden,and the King,gave one the other 
a Viſit: and his Majeſty having made his 
Abcde at Franckford during ſolong time 
as he thought good ; he then returned a- 
gain for Collen; trom whence he was ſhortly 
after invited into the Low (onntyys by Dos 
Zohn de Auſtria Governor thereof ; whi- 
ther his Brother the Duke of York came to 
him, | 

Cromwell now, according to conditions, 
{cnt over 600 foot. Soldiers to aid the 
French King in his Wars againlt Flanders: 
and the Engliſh were to have Dankirk in 
conſideration therof, which afterwards was 
dclivercd to them, after ſome difficulty 
paſſed. But during theſe Stirs beyond 
Seas, Ol:ver, by an Aſſembly, whereof Sir 
Thamas Witherington was Speaker, was 
inveſted

inveſted with Purple Robes, and inſtalled 

' in Weſtminſter Hall; after which he Eſta- 
bliſhed a Pageant houſe of Lords, moſt of 
them of- his own Creation, ſuch as Fobn 
Lord Hewſon, and the like: and not long 
after this, he diſcovered another Plot, 5 
Sir Henry Slngby, Dr. Hewir, Mr. A- 
ſton, Mr. Stacy, and Mr. Betly ſuffered 
death, the two firſt beheaded , and the 
other three hanged, drawn and quartered 
for being inthe faid Plot, as Oliver pre- 
t:nded. 

Now great was the Pomp and State this 
Prote&or of E#gland aſſumed to himſelf, 
and as great the ſtate of his Son Henry, 
whom he had madeLordDeputy of Treland: 
he had alſo appointed: Commiſſioners in 

. moſt Eminent places in Enpland, for Ap- 
probation of Miniſters, and given them 
power to ejed& Ignorant, Scandalous and 
Inſufficient Miniſters and Schoolmaſters, 
under which notion of gnorance, many 
worthy Divines were thrown out of their 
livings, when the Truth-was, Loyalty on 
their ſides andCovetouſneſs on the Adyerſe 
fide was the principal cauſe of their Eje&- 
ment : ugh Peters the Miniſter was in 
great fayour with the ProteQor,and ſerved 
hin in place of his eſter ; among thoſe 
P.cliaments that were called by this Pro-

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 reQor,, one of them, conſifting moſt 0 

*\ Mechanicks, Enacted that no perſons 
fhonld be Married but by the Tultices of 
Peace, and firft to be asked in the Church, 
or elſe proclaimed in the Market, 

And now the Uſurped Power and An- 
thority of Oliver drawing to a Period, his 
Glaſs being run, at length this Conque- 
rour of Three Kingdoms,on the Third day 
of Seprember, Anno 1658. was forcedto 
yield himfelf Prifoner to death, who fol- 
lowing his own example) admitted neither 
of bail nor ranfom, but made him pay his 
laſt breath to his Will ; and ſo in a great 
Wind he was hurried away into another 
World. | 

After his death, he was laid in State at 
Somerſet houſe in the Strand, till the 23 
of November after, and then his Funeral 
was celebrated at a yaſter Charge then 
hath formerly been ufed for the beſt Kings 
in the beſt of times:he was Inhamed in the 
Abby at Weſtminſter, but his ReſurreCtion 
followednot longafter,for he with Bradſlaw.

Moneth,the Carkaſles of Ol/;ver Cromwell, 
fohn Bradſhaw and Henry Freton, were 


' digged up out of their Graves, and -were - 


drawn on Hurdles to Tybern, and there 
hanged, and their Carkaſes being buried 
under the Gallows, their heads were choped 
oft, and were fixed upon Poles, and ſet up 
upon Weſtminſter Hall : not long after 
_ this dyed the moſt prudent-Prince Henry. 
Dake of Gloxceſter the King's Brother, to 


the great grief of all true Engliſh men :. 


and upon the 23 day of Aprill, Anno 1661 


being St. George's day; his Majeſty King 


Charles the Second was Crowned at Weſt-
